CONFERENCE  RULES  OF  ORDER. 


Rule  i.  The  Conference  shall  meet  at  8:30  a.  m.,  spending  20  minutes 
in  devotional  exercises,  and  adjourn  at  12  m.,  but  may  alter  the  time  of  meeting 
at  their  discretion,  and  provided  also  that  on  the  second  day  of  the  Annual 
Session  the  Conference  shall  be  adjourned  by  expiration  of  time  at  10  a.  m. 

2.  The  President  shall  take  the  chair  precisely  at  the  hour  to  which  the 
Conference  stood  adjourned,  and  cause  the  same  to  be  opened  by  reading  the 
Scriptures,  singing  and  prayer,  and  shall  have  the  journal  of  the  preceding  day 
read  and  approved. 

3.  The  President  shall  decide  all  questions  of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal 
to  the  Conference;  but  in  case  of  an  appeal  the  question  shall  be  taken  with- 
out debate. 

4.  He  shall  appoint  all  committees  not  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Con- 
ference, but  any  member  may  decline  serving  on  more  than  one  committee  at 
the  same  time. 

5  All  motions  and  resolutions  introduced  by  any  member  shall  be 
reduced  to  writing,  if  the  President,  Secretary,  or  any  member  requests  it. 

6.  When  a  motion,  resolution,  or  report  presented  is  read  by  the  Sec- 
retary, or  stated  by  the  President,  it  shall  be  deemed  as  in  possession  of  the 
Conference,  but  any  motion  or  resolution  may  be  withdrawn  by  the  mover  at 
any  time  before  the  decision  or  amendment. 

7.  No  new  motion  or  resolution  shall  be  made  until  the  one  under  con- 
sideration is  disposed  of.  which  may  be  done  by  adoption  or  rejection,  unless 
one  of  the  following  should  intervene,  which  motion  shall  have  precedence  in 
the  order  in  which  they  are  named,  viz:  The  previous  question,  indefinite 
postponement,  laying  on  the  table,  reference  to  a  committee,  postponement  to 
any  given  time,  amendment  or  substitute. 

8.  No  member  shall  be  interrupted  when  speaking,  except  by  the  Presi- 
dent to  call  him  to  order  when  he  departs  from  the  question,  uses  personalities 
or  disrespectful  language,  but  any  member  may  call  the  attention  of  the 
President  to  the  subject  when  he  deems  a  speaker  out  of  order,  or  any  other 
member  may  explain  when  he  thinks  himself  misrepresented. 

9.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliver  any  matter 
to  the  Conference,  he  shall  arise  from  his  seat  and  respectfully  address  himself 
to  the  President. 

ro.  No  person  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  subject,  or  more 
than  five  minutes  at  one  time,  without  the  leave  of  the  Conference,  nor  shall 
any  person  speak  more  than  once  until  every  member  choosing  to  speak  shall 
have  spoken. 
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11.  Whenever  any  motion  or  resolution  shall  have  passed,  it  shall  be  in 
order  for  any  member  who  voted  in  the  affirmative  to  move  for  a  reconsidera- 
tion. 

12.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  session  of  the  Conference 
without  leave,  unless  he  be  sick  or  unable  to  attend. 

13.  No  member  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  on  any  question  who  is  not  within 
the  bar  at  the  time  when  said  question  is  put  by  the  President,  except  by  leave 
of  the  Conference,  or  when  such  member  has  been  necessarily  absent. 

14.  Every  member  who  shall  be  within  the  bar,  at  the  time  the  question 
is  put  shall  give  his  Vote,  unless  the  Conference,  for  special  reasons,  excuse 
him. 

15.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  unless  seconded. 

16.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  Journal  of  the  Conference  proceedings, 
which  he  shall  cause  to  be  published  in  the  annual  minutes,  and,  when  so  pub- 
lished, it  shall  be  the  official  Journal  of  this  Conference.  He  shall  edit  the 
minutes  and  all  memoirs,  and  shall  make  contracts  for  the  publication  thereof 
for  the  next  ensuing  annual  Conference.  He  shall  have  charge  of  the  Journal 
and  Conference  files,  and  forward  them  to  the  seat  of  the  next  annual  Con- 
ference. He  shall  cause  to  be  deposited  with  the  Librarian  of  Albion  College 
the  Ancient  Documents  of  this  Conference. 

17.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  be  in  order  at  any  time  and  shall  be  decided 
without  debate. 

18.  All  committees  whose  reports  are  to  be  printed  in  the  Minutes  shall 
present  their  reports  in  duplicate,  one  copy  for  the  Conference,  and  another  for 
the  Committee  on  Publication  of  the  Minutes,  otherwise  the  Committee  on 
Publication  is  not  required  to  insert  such  reports  in  the  Minutes. 

19.  All  persons  while  passing  the  disciplinary  course  of  study,  who  shall 
be  reported  below  seven,  or  who  shall  be  deficient  in  the  required  reading,  shall 
be  required  to  pass  another  examination  on  the  studies  so  reported,  or  to  make 
up  the  deficient  reading;  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Examining  Committee  shall 
give  notice  to  the  Conference  Secretary  and  to  the  deficient  party.  All  Exam- 
ining Committees  shall  mark  candidates  upon  a  scale  running  from  one  to  ten. 

20.  A  member  of  the  Conference  accused  of  offenses  against  the  law  and 
discipline  of  the  Church,  is  entitled  to  a  copy  of  the  charges  and  specifications 
to  be  relied  on  for  the  prosecution  of  the  complaint,  together  with  a  notice  of 
the  time  when  the  accused  will  be  called  upon  to  answer  said  charges  and 
specifications.  A  failure  to  serve  a  copy  of  said  charges  and  specifications  a 
reasonable  length  of  time  before  the  same  shall  be  presented  for  adjudication 
must  be  satisfactorily  explained  by  the  prosecution  before  the  trial  can  proceed. 

21.  Conference  visitors  shall  be  allowed  fifteen  minutes  in  which  to 
address  the  Conference.  Presiding  Elder's  Reports  shall  be  limited  to  ten 
minutes,  and  Reports  of  Committees,  except  the  Board  of  Stewards,  to  five 
minutes.

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dance  for  their  needs,  or  who  will  not  voluntarily  relinquish 
their  claims; 

And  Whereas,  The  Five  Dollar  clause  per  annum  per  mem- 
ber, from  every  member  not  superannuated,  (to  create  a  per- 
manent fund,)  is  unequal,  and  in  some  cases  oppressive  and 
variable  in  its  application; 

And  Whereas,  It  discriminates  against  woman  on  the  basis 
of  sex: 

And  Whereas,  It  looks  towards  making  this  matter  connec- 
tional,  which  will  certainly  be  to  the  loss  of  the  claimants  on 
this  fund  in  this  Michigan  Conference; 

And  Whereas,  This  plan  is  too  inflexible  in  its  provisions, 
leaving  too  small  a  per  cent,  for  "Necessitous  Cases,"  and  no 
way  of  modifying  the  amounts  to  be  awarded  to  other  claimants, 
who  are  rich  and  who  will  not  voluntarily  relinquish  their 
claim; 

And  Whereas,  It  does  not  and  cannot  do  away  with  the  so 
called  "Pauper  Idea,"  on  which  so  man)'  changes  are  rung,  by 
its  advocates  from  the  distribution  and  raising  of  this  fund; 
therefore 

Resolved,  1st.  That  this  new  plan,  all  after  resolution  one, 
which  relates  to  the  method  of  raising  collections  for  this  fund, 
be  hereby  repealed  or  abolished. 

Resolved,  2nd.  That  the  Board  of  Conference  Stewards  be 
hereby  instructed  to  make  the  dividends  this  year  as  formerly, 
on  the  basis  of  fist)  necessities,  (2nd)  length  of  service,  (3rd) 
loyalty  to  the  church.

MORNING  SESSION.  * 

Conference  met  at  8:30  a.  m.    Bishop  Bowman  in  the  chair. 

E.  H.  Day  conducted  the  devotional  services. 

The  minutes  of  Saturday's  session  were  read  and  approved. 

The  Statistical  Secretary  nominated  the  following  assistants, 
and  they  were  elected  by  the  Conference: — E.  W.  Wood,  J.  B. 
Peatling,  H.  L.  Potter,  J.  M.  Wright. 

M.  M.  Callen  moved  that  rule  No.  10  be  changed  by  striking 
out  the  word  "fifteen"  and  substituting  the  word  "five,"  and  the 
motion  prevailed. 

C.  C.  McCabe  was  introduced  to  the  Conference  and  pre- 
sented the  following  petition  to  Congress,  which,  on  motion  of 
C.  G.  Thomas,  was  adopted,  and  the  Secretary  instructed  to 
forward  the  same  to  two  Senators  and  two  Representatives: 

To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  Washington,  D.  C.  : 

The  Michigan  Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  assembled  at  Grand  Rapids,  Mich.,  on  the  6th  day  of 
September,  1893,  composed  of  over  300  ministers,  representing 
over  45,000  church  members,  respectfully  petition  your  Honor- 
able Body  to  immediately  repeal  the  act  passed  on  the  5th  of 
May,  1892,  known  as  the  Geary  Law.  We  make  this  earnest 
petition,  first,  on  the  ground  of  justice  and  fair  dealing.  By 
solemn  treaty  agreement  the  Chinese  now  in  the  United  States 
are  entitled  to  the  same  treatment  that  is  accorded  to  the  citizens 
or  subjects  of  the  most  favored  nation.  The  provision  that  they 
shall  register  and  take  out  certificates  to  assure  their  continued 
residence  here,  producing  the  testimony  of  a  white  witness  to 
their  right  to  be  here,  requires  of  multitudes  of  them  an  impos- 
sibility, and  yet  subjects  them  to  imprisonment  and  deportation 
if  they  fail  to  comply  with  requisition.  This  requirement  made 
of  them  alone,  in  contradistinction  to  all  other  foreigners  in  the 
country,  is  a  palpable  violation  of  the  treaty. 

We  furthermore  petition  for  the  repeal  of  this  law  because 
it  endangers  our  interests  in  China.  The  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  has  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  missionaries  in  that 
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empire.  It  has  churches,  chapels,  dwellings,  school  buildings, 
hospitals,  printing  presses,  and  other  property  to  the  amount  of 
over  $400,000.  We  have  reason  to  fear  that  if  the  provisions  of 
the  law  are  insisted  upon,  our  missionaries  and  property  will  be  im- 
periled. The  Christian  sentiment  of  the  country  is  opposed  to 
this  enactment,  and  we  urgently  beseech  its  immediate  repeal.

in  1893  to  appoint  a  similar  commission,  and  in  case  the  Detroit 
Conference  shall  appoint  said  commission,  then  the  said  com- 
mission of  the  Michigan  Conference  shall  have  authority  to  act 
with  said  commission  of  the  Detroit  Conference  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  a  plan  for  an  increase  in  the  number  of  annual  Conferences 
within  the  territory  now  occupied  by  the  Michigan  and  Detroit 
Conferences,  in  harmony  with  the  enabling  act  of  the  last  General 
Conference;  and  in  case  the  Detroit  Conference  shall  not  appoint 
such  a  commission,  then  the  said  commission  of  the  Michigan 
Conference  shall  have  authority  to  prepare  a  plan  for  the  division 
of  the  territory  now  occupied  by  the  Michigan  Conference  into 
two  annual  Conferences,  and  such  plan  in  either  case  shall  be 
submitted  for  the  action  of  the  Michigan  Conference  at  its  session 
in  1894.

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PRESIDING  ELDERS'  REPORTS. 


ALBION  DISTRICT. 

JOHN  GRAHAM,  PRESIDING  ELDER. 

In  making  this,  my  maiden  report,  I  want  at  the  beginning 
"To  render  thanks  to  God  which  always  causeth  us  to  triumph 
in  Christ,  and  maketh  manifest  the  Savior  of  his  knowledge  by 
us  in  every  place." 

On  the  10th  of  December  last,  Bro.  I.  R.  A.  Wightman, 
Presiding  Elder  of  Albion  District,  was  called  from  the  labor  of 
this  earth  to  the  rest  of  heaven.  An  energetic,  loyal  hearted, 
hard  working  servant  of  the  church,  his  hand  stiffened  and 
ceasing  longer  to  grasp  the  colors,  committed  them  to  those  who 
might  follow. 

On  the  night  before  Christmas,  a  letter,  wholly  a  surprise, 
came  from  Bishop  Fowler  appointing  me  to  the  Albiom District, 
and  admonishing  me  to  confer  neither  with  flesh  nor  blood,  but 
to  report  my  acceptance  of  the  work  at  once. 

With  well  wishes  and  the  prayers  of  my  friends,  and  to  the 
surprise  of  my  other  friends,  I  avoided  flesh  and  blood,  taking  up 
the  lines  where  the  lamented  Wightman  had  dropped  them. 

The  brethren  of  the  clergy  met  me  kindly.  They  have  been 
generous  and  patient,  and  without  exception  have  shown  the 
loyalty  that  is  an  important  factor  of  our  church  polity.  Death 
has  not  entered  our  homes,  nor  has  sickness  hindered,  but  in 
small  degree,  our  work.  It  may  be  said  the  preachers  have 
been  able  for  duty  and  at  their  post  all  the  year.  They  have 
worked  hard,  have  sacrificed  and  without  exception  have  pushed 
every  church  interest. 

There  has  been  a  spirit  of  revival  in  most  of  the  churches, 
manifestly  so  at  Albion  Church  and  College,  and  Battle  Creek 
First  Church,  where  a  revival  has  been  going  forward  all  the 
year;  also  Bellevue,  Jackson  and  Leslie. 

The  Benevolences  have  received  their  proper  share  of  atten- 
tion, notwithstanding  the  stringency  of  the  times.  The  collec- 
tions will,  in  most  cases,  equal  last  year,  and  in  some  more 
favored  instances,  overrun  them  largely. 
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I  wish  as  much  could  be  said  for  the  salaries  of  the  ministers. 
In  the  larger  churches  there  will  be  no  deficiency,  but  in  some  of 
the  weaker  churches  I  fear  will  fall  considerably  below  their 
apportionment,  and  these  good  brethren  will  have  to  wait  as  the 
lady  sweeping  in  silk  and  with  sanctimonious  look  told  Christmas 
Evans,  after  preaching  a  magnificent  sermon,  "He  would  get  his 
reward  in  the  resurrection."  His  salary  was  then  five  pounds  a 
year. 

With  a  prophet's  vision,  some  of  the  pastors  feared  closeness 
in  money,  and  in  the  early  months  of  the  year  planned  to  remove 
their  indebtedness.  Four  thousand  dollars  have  been  paid  at 
Haven  Church,  Jackson;  six  hundred  on  the  First  Church  at 
Jackson.  Albion  Church  on  Easter  morning  raised  the  last  of 
its  indebtedness  on  the  new  church.  The  amount  raised  was 
four  thousand  five  hundred  dollars.  First  Church,  Battle  Creek, 
seven  hundred  and  fifty;  also  Maple  St.,  led  on  by  its  strong 
hearted  pastor,  grappled  with  what  it  thought  the  impossible,  and 
after  a  wisely  planned  service,  liquidated  its  debt  of  two  thousand 
dollars.  Practically,  Albion  District  is  free  from  debt,  and  we 
are  like  "Longfellow's  honest  blacksmith,"  able  to  look  the 
whole  world  in  the  face  and  fear  no  man.  Substantial  repairs 
have  been  placed  on  our  Church  building  at  Leroy,  also  Mosher- 
ville.  The  Church  in  Pulaski  has  been  removed  from  a  country 
corner  a  distance  of  one  mile  and  a  half  to  the  village  of  Wheel- 
erton,  at  an  expense  of  twelve  hundred  dollars,  six  hundred  of 
which  was  provided  by  subscription  before  the  work  was  begun, 
the  balance  was  raised  on  the  morning  of  dedication;  now  we 
have  a  neat  little  property  in  that  village  as  against  a  lone  house 
in  the  country.  The  chances  of  a  congregation,  against  no  con- 
gregation at  all;  a  house  free  from  debt  and  by  this  movement 
Mosherville  circuit  is  made  a  possibility.  Our  Church  in  Con- 
cord, from  a  defective  flue,  burned  to  the  ground  in  February. 

There  was  two  thousand  dollars  insurance  on  the  building. 
This  enabled  the  pastor  and  trustees  at  once  to  look  the  disaster 
in  the  face,  and  before  the  timbers  were  done  smoking,  under 
our  advice,  they  resolved  to  rebuild. 

The  house  is  now  well  on  to  completion  and  will  be  dedicated 
this  fall.  When  completed  it  will  far  exceed  the  former  building 
in  stateliness,  utility  and  better  adapted  to  the  wants  of  our 
people.  It  is  unique  and  modern  in  design,  built  of  brick  with 
corner  towers,  pastor's  study,  class  rooms,  kitchen,  etc.  The 
audience  room  will  have  a  seating  capacity  of  four  hundred,  and 
when  finished  will  be  worthy  the  taste,  generosity,  patient  sacri- 
fice of  our  people,  and  an  ornament  to  the  village  of  Concord. 

The  camp  meeting  held  on  the  old  grounds  three  miles  west 
of  Albion,  was  in  every  way  up  to  the  measure  of  expectation. 
Old  time  Methodism  seemed  enshrined  again  and  we  closed  with 
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from  seventy-five  to  one  hundred  conversions,  the  result  of  the 
four  days'  meeting. 

Albion  College  has  had  one  of  the  most  successful  years. 
Tn  the  winter  term  there  were  612  students  registered.  This 
is  cause  for  thankfulness,  hope  and  inspiration.  We  have 
in  this  institution  a  material  investment  of  at  least  six  hundred 
thousand  dollars.  Through  the  energy  and  planning  of  its 
Lecturer,  superintended  by  its  President,  not  less  than  two 
hundred  thousand  dollars  has  been  added  in  the  last  three  years. 
Included  in  this  is  the  McMillen  Labratory  costing  #24,000.00; 
the  Bliss  Library  that  will  cost  $50,000.00,  work  to  begin  this 
fall;  the  Palmer  Lectureship  of  ten  thousand  dollars  in  honor  of 
Mary  Palmer,  the  late  mother  of  Thomas  Palmer,  President  of 
the  World's  Fair;  from  the  citizens  of  Albion,  ten  thousand,  these 
with  smaller  gifts  from  worthy  donors,  some  of  them  our  own 
superannuated  preachers. 

We  are  not  hero  worshipers  after  the  fashion  of  Carlisle, 
but  if  it  is  allowable  to  admire  men  for  their  generosity,  for  the 
spirit  of  benevolence  they  possess  for  the  noble  purpose  to  make 
their  wealth  tell  upon  the  generations  that  shall  follow.  We 
may  admire  and  be  proud  to  have  associated  and  on  the  list  of 
Albion  College  benefactors  the  names  of  McMillan,  Bliss  and 
Thomas  Palmer,  and  our  own  Brother  W.  W.  Johnson. 

Nothing  can  hinder  Albion  College  from  going  forward  now. 
She  is  no  longer  on  trial,  but  her  greatest  possibility  will  be 
attained,  and  only  attained  when  the  Methodism  of  Michigan 
ministers  and  laity  in  these  two  Conferences  promise  her  loyalty 
and  back  that  promise  by  loving,  earnest  action. 

I  cannot  speak  of  the  Sunday  School  work  of  the,district, 
how  much  they  have  contributed  to  the  Missionary  collection. 
Of  the  Epworth  League  movement,  what  it  has  done  for  the 
spiritual  and  social  status  of  the  Church.  In  a  word  they  have 
done  what  they  could.  Surely  that  will  be  enough  when  the 
Great  Master  appears  and  now  to  Him  who  is  the  first  truth  and 
the  final.  The  "Alpha  and  the  Omega"  of  power.  We  ascribe 
all  the  glory,  for  by  Him,  to  Him,  for  Him,  all  things  are.

BIG  RAPIDS  DISTRICT. 

D.  W.  PARSONS,  PRESIDING  ELDER. 

The  past  year  has  been  a  good  one  for  the  Big  Rapids  Dis- 
trict, both  in  material  prosperity  and  spiritual  uplift.  In  the 
brief  time  allotted  me  for  this  report  it  will  be  impossible  for  me 
to  enter  into  details  concerning  the  sacrifice  and  faithful  service 
of  the  brave  men  who  have  wrought  such  results.    I  wish  to 
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record  our  gratitude  to  God  who  has  indeed  been  merciful  and 
tender,  in  that  the  death  angel  has  not  visited  one  of  our  pastors' 
homes  this  year. 

The  debt  of  $425  which  has  been  hanging  over  the  Coleman 
Church  for  the  past  eight  years  has  this  year  been  liquidated. 

The  remaining  indebtedness  on  the  Freemont  Parsonage 
has  been  paid  this  year  and  a  fine  new  barn  added  to  the  par- 
sonage property. 

The  Montague  charge  has  paid  between  five  and  six  hun- 
dred dollars  of  long  standing  indebtedness  on  their  parsonage, 
leaving  the  charge  now  free  from  debt. 

In  the  building  of  the  parsonage  at  Mt.  Pleasant  the  Church 
property  became  encumbered  with  a  mortgage  of  $3,200.00.  Mrs. 
Babbitt,  a  fine  Christian  lady,  left  in  her  will  $2,000.00  toward 
the  payment  of  this  indebtedness.  By  the  timely  and  vigorous 
effort  of  the  pastor  the  remaining  amount  has  been  secured,  and 
the  mortgage  will  be  paid  immediately  after  Conference,  leaving 
this  fine  property  worth  $25,000.00  entirely  free  from  debt. 
Improvement  at  Manistee  at  a  cost  of  $700;  Sanford;  the 
Churches  at  Hope  and  Averill;  Big  Rapids  with  new  windows. 

Some  fine  new  Church  property  has  been  added  to  the  dis- 
trict during  the  year.  New  parsonages  have  been  built  at 
Freesoil,  Dushville,  Fourth  Ward,  Ludington,  and  Howard 
City.    Six  new  Churches  have  been  dedicated. 

On  the  Hersey  charge  at  the  Grant  appointment  a  beautiful 
little  Church  was  built  at  an  expense  of  $1,600.00. 

At  the  Donley  appointment  on  the  Paris  charge  a  new  class 
was  organized  three  years  ago.  They  have  built  and  dedicated 
this  year  a  good  Church  worth  about  $1,500.00. 

As  an  outgrowth  of  the  tent  meeting  held  two  years  ago  on 
the  Mt.  Pleasant  charge  the  Gilpin  Church  has  been  built.  The 
class  at  the  Center  on  the  Calkinsville  charge  dedicated  a  nice 
little  Church  on  the  same  day  with  the  Gilpin  appointment. 

A  fragment  of  the  Chippewa  tribe  of  Indians  living  near 
Vandecar,  have  up  to  a  year  ago,  been  holding  to  their  pagan 
religion.  The  pastor,  assisted  by  two  of  his  local  preachers,  have 
succeeded  in  building  a  Church  among  the  Indians  this  year. 
It  was  dedicated  in  July.  A  pagan  priest  was  converted  and 
gave  to  me  his  five  gods  or  idols. 

Aug.  27th  we  dedicated  a  fine  Church  at  North  Weare  on 
the  Summit  charge,  thus  making  in  all  29  Churches  which  have 
been  dedicated  on  the  district  during  the  last  five  years.  Eight 
more  Churches  are  well  under  way,  some  of  which  will  be  dedi- 
cated soon  after  Conference. 

The  basement  wall  of  a  fine  $15,000  Church  is  already  laid 
at  Ludington.    It  will  without  doubt  be  completed  next  year. 
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There  has  been  great  faithfulness  on  the  part  of  the  pastor 
in  presenting  the  benevolences,  and  I  think  the  reports  will  show 
a  satisfactory  increase  in  the  amounts  contributed. 

God  has  surely  blessed  us  wonderfully  in  material  growth, 
but  we  regard  that  as  only  a  means  to  an  end,  that  His  Kingdom 
may  be  estabished  and  built  up  in  the  hearts  of  men.  Revival 
spirit  has  continued  on  the  district,  summer  and  winter.  But- 
man,  Coleman,  Farwell,  Howard  City,  and  First  Church  Lud- 
ington  have  each  had  one  hundred  or  more  conversions.  There 
have  also  been  very  fruitful  revivals  at  Calkinsville,  Chippewa 
Lake,  Freesoil,  Freemont,  Gladwin,  Harrison,  Fourth  Ward 
Ludington,  Morley,  Reed  City  and  Sears.  Nearly,  if  not  all, 
charges  report  accessions  from  revival  efforts. 

The  attendance  at  the  district  camp  meeting  was  the  largest 
of  any  year  in  its  history.  Great  crowds  listened  daily  to  the 
searching  truths  uttered  from  the  pulpit.  With  the  exception 
of  Brother  M.  W.  Knapp  of  Cincinnati,  the  preaching  was  done 
by  our  own  pastors.  There  were  souls  at  the  altar  at  every 
service  from  first  to  last.  It  would  be  impossible  to  give  the 
exact  number  of  those  saved  and  sanctified,  but  certainly  not 
less  than  two  hundred  are  recorded  among  the  number.  Per- 
haps the  most  marked  characteristic  of  the  meeting  was  the 
sweet  spirit  of  kindliness  between  preachers  and  people,  and  the 
marked  absence  of  all  unkind  criticism.  Bishop  Ninde  was  with 
us  on  Sunday  and  gave  us  a  grand  sermon  which  was  greatly 
appreciated  by  the  vast  congregation  who  listened.  His  address 
before  the  District  Conference  on  Monday  was  inspiring  and 
helpful  to  every  minister  and  layman  present.  Reed  City  camp 
ground  has  been  the  scene  of  many  mighty  outpourings  of  the 
Holy  Spirit,  but  never  has  the  Lord  met  his  people  there  more 
graciously  than  this  year.

COLDWATER  DISTRICT. 

N.  L.  BRAY,  PRESIDING  ELDER. 

For  the  sixth  time  I  come  with  a  few  facts  concerning  the 
work  of  a  year  on  Coldwater  District.  Situated,  as  we  are,  on 
the  southern  border  of  the  State,  we  find  ourselves  in  territory 
the  least  susceptible  of  development,  the  migration  is  from, 
instead  of  toward  us  perpetually,  so  that  we  require  extensive 
revivals  every  year,  in  order  to  hold  our  own  in  numbers. 
Although  we  have  made  substantial  gains  over  last  year,  they 
have  not  been  commensurate  with  the  extra  efforts  put  forth  to 
that  end. 
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I  hope  the  reports  will  show  a  good  increase  in  all  the 
collections,  and  I  am  quite  sure  the  missionary  contributions 
will  be  one  hundred  dollars  in  advance  of  any  previous  year. 

At  Reading,  a  new  Church  has  been  completed  and  dedi- 
cated at  a  cost  of  $6,000.  It  is  one  of  the  most  elegant  Churches, 
of  its  class,  in  Southern  Michigan;  also  a  new  parsonage  to 
match,  costing  $1,500. 

At  Centerville,  the  old  Church  property  has  been  renewed 
in  brightness  and  beauty  at  a  cost  of  $765,  while  at  Nottawa, 
the  out  appointment  of  the  same  charge,  a  new  Church  is  very 
nearly  completed  to  cost  from  $1,200  to  $1,500. 

On  the  Butler  charge  the  corner  stone  of  a  Church  to  cost 
$1,500  was  recently  laid. 

At  Colon  a  tasty  and  commodious  parsonage  will  soon  be 
ready  for  the  new  pastor. 

At  Cambria,  $800  worth  of  improvements  have  been  made 
on  the  Church  property. 

Quinpy  Church  has  been  adorned  with  a  new  fresco. 

About  $200  have  been  expended  in  improvements  on  the 
Kinderhook  Church.  The  Amboy  society  have  greatly  improved 
their  place  of  worship. 

The  Girard  parsonage  has  been  overhauled  at  a  cost  of  $225. 

S300  worth  of  horse  sheds  have  been  mercifully  built  at 
North  Gilead  Church.  In  all,  about  $8,000  have  been  expended 
on  Church  and  parsonage  property  during  the  year. 

The  spiritual  interests,  however,  have  been  first  in  the 
attention  of  pastors  and  people.  An  increase  of  piety  has 
characterized  our  church  life.  The  distinctive  doctrine  of 
holiness  is  no  longer  distasteful  to  our  societies.  800  conver- 
sions have  been  reported  and  540  have  been  received  on  proba- 
tion. Sturgis  Church  has  taken  on  almost  phenomenal  growth. 
Hillsdale  has  continued  her  splendid  development  until  she 
stands  in  the  front  rank  of  charges  in  this  Conference.  Jones- 
ville  shows  remarkable  growth  in  all  matters  pertaining  to 
Church  life,  and  has  nearly  doubled  its  membership  during  the 
year. 

Extensive  revivals  have  also  prevailed  at  Camden,  Butler, 
Kinderhook,  Athens,  Coldwater,  Gilead,  White  Pigeon  and 
Girard.  Nearly  all  of  our  pastors  will  report  an  increase  in 
membership.  Our  district  gatherings  have  been  seasons  of 
much  good  to  both  preachers  and  people. 

If  every  preacher  should  remain  in  his  present  place  for 
another  year,  no  serious  consequences  would  follow.  The  only 
man  who  must  go  as  a  necessity  is  the  presiding  elder.  In 
retiring  from  the  district,  I  cannot  do  less  than  to  express  my 
appreciation  of  the  manner  in  which  both  preachers  and  people 
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have  co-operated  with  me  in  all  our  work  during  the  six  years, 
and  to  acknowledge  my  debt  of  gratitude  to  Almighty  God  for 
preserving  care,  enabling  me  to  put  in  full  time,  without  the  loss 
of  a  day  from  sickness,  meanwhile  encouraging  my  faith  and 
strengthening  the  bonds  of  my  love  and  hope  of  the  gospel  of 
Jesus  Christ.

GRAND  RAPIDS  DISTRICT. 

W.  I.  COGSHALL,  PRESIDING  ELDER. 

This  report  will  be  confined  to  statements  showing  progress 
or  retrogression  along  four  lines: — 
1st.    Spiritual  interests'. 
2nd.     Property  interests. 

3rd.    Benevolences,  including  the  Deaconess  work. 
4th.     Matters  personal  to  the  pastors. 

There  will  be  found  fully  the  average  proportion  of  gain  in 
the  number  of  members  for  the  year. 

Revivals  of  more  than  usual  power  and  extent  have  been 
granted  to  most  of  the  charges,  and  these  time  of  refreshing  have 
not  been  confined  to  the  winter  season,  as  in  several  instances 
special  services  have  been  maintained  with  great  interest  through 
the  heat  of  summer,  and  the  hurry  of  the  harvest  season.  Per- 
haps the  most  remarkable  instance  of  this  will  be  found  upon 
the  Wayland  charge,  where  the  pastor  is  still  engaged  in  a 
meeting,  and  where,  up  to  the  time  of  writing  these  words,  souls 
were  still  seeking  salvation,  and  revival  work  going  forward. 

The  debts  on  two  Churches  have  been  paid  this  year,  and 
all  the  property  on  the  circuit  is  free  of  debt. 

Such  a  meeting  was  also  held  upon  the  Byron  and  Dorr 
charge,  with  blessed  results.  The  Byron  Church  has  been  neatly 
repaired,  $200.00;  and  horse  sheds  built  at  Dorr,  $180.00. 

At  Cedar  Springs  the  pastor,  Bro.  Middleton,  held  meeting 
after  meeting,  until  in  the  spring  time,  he  was  compelled  by  over 
work,  to  rest  from  the  duties  of  the  pastorate  for  a  time,  but  has 
been  attending  to  the  work,  so  far  as  to  supervise  it,  for  a  num- 
ber of  weeks  past.  A  new  class  has  been  organized  near  Cedar 
Springs,  as  the  result  of  a  meeting  held  in  a  neglected  neighbor- 
hood, and  this  is  but  one  result  of  the  faithful  labors  of  this 
brother — 170  conversions  here  for  the  year.  The  pastor  must 
have  very  light  work,  or  entire  rest  for  the  coming  year. 

At  Grand  Haven  there  has  been  a  revival  so  genuine  that 
.the  results  of  it  will  show  in  the  Missionary  collection.  This 
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charge,  which  is  really  weak,  pledged,  immediately  after  the 
close  of  the  special  services,  more  than  three  times  as  much  as 
the  entire  collection  for  last  year,  and  more  for  missions  than  the 
entire  benevolent  offering  of  the  preceding  year. 

Ames  Church,  in  the  city,  has  been  favored  with  spiritual 
prosperity,  and  also  has  been  able  to  secure  a  valuable  site  for  a 
new  church  building,  at  a  figure  so  low  as  to  surprise  those  best 
acquainted  with  land  values  in  this  city,  and  the  purchase  money 
is  paid. 

Dickinson  Ave.  was  deserted  by  the  supply  pastor,  and 
after  a  short  time  I  was  able  to  supply  them  with  the  services  of 
a  brother  who  is  seeing  more  results,  and  greater  interest  on  the 
part  of  the  people  than  ever  before. 

Division  St.  had  the  services  of  one  of  the  few  evangelists 
who  are  responsible  to  the  Church,   and  who  descends  to  no 

tricks  or  capers  to  win  attention.    The  labors  of  Bro.  Smith 

in  this  Church  will  be  remembered  through  eternity,  and  most 
certainly  resulted  in  a  great  uplift  to  the  membership,  and  the 
salvation  of  a  goodly  number. 

East  St.  has  had  conversions  and  accessions  all  the  year,  as 
well  as  a  season  of  special  outpouring  during  the  winter. 

Joy  Memorial  has  had  a  most  remarkable  growth,  and  the 
zeal  of  its  congregation  seems  never  to  flag.  The  pastor  has 
held  revival  services,  always  with  success,  about  once  in  three 
months,  all  the  year. 

Plainfield  Ave.  was  blessed  with  a  revival  and  37  conver- 
sions, and  was  never  in  better  spiritual  condition  than  now.  A 
lot  for  a  parsonage  has  been  purchased  and  $100  spent  in  repairs. 
The  pastor  is  abundant  in  labors. 

Second  St.  was  called  upon  to  pass  through  a  great  affliction 
in  the  death  of  the  pastor,  the  Rev.  James  W.  Reid,  on  the  21st 
of  January  last.  At  the  time  of  his  death,  a  revival  meeting  was 
in  progress  in  the  church,  and  to  this  meeting  he  had  given  much 
thought  and  labor.  Early  in  January  he  contracted  a  cold., 
which  refused  to  yield  to  treatment,  and  on  January  21st  he 
passed  away. 

The  Church  was  most  fortunate  in  being  able  to  secure  the 
services  of  Dr.  Floyd,  who  has  been  pastor  from  the  time  of 
Bro.  Reid's  death  until  the  present.  The  debt,  which  has  been 
increasing  for  several  years,  was,  by  the  faith  and  persistent 
work  of  Dr.  Floyd,  paid  in  full  upon  the  day  set  for  the  accom- 
plishment of  this  object.  A  subscription  had  been  taken, 
payable  in  public,  on  the  day  mentioned,  and  every  dollar  of 
that  subscription  was  paid  in  cash  upon  the  altar  of  the  Church. 
Of  course  there  have  been  conversions,  and  prosperity  attends 
the  Church,  87  having  joined  since  Dr.  Floyd  became  pastor.

Reports. 

Hastings  last  year  completed  a  fine  addition  to  the  Church 
building,  and  partly  paid  for  it,  and  this  year  has  finished  the 
payment. 

On  the  Hastings  Circuit  a  good  class  has  been  added  to  the 
circuit,  good  revivals  have  been  granted  the  work,  and  the  mem- 
bership increased  37. 

Middleville  has  made  some  repairs  on  the  Church  property. 

Muskegon  Central  has  been  blest  with  spiritual  prosperity. 
Also  Lakeside  and  Muskegon  Heights. 

By  reason  of  the  stoppage  of  factories,  many  of  our  people, 
both  here  and  at  the  Woodward  Ave.  charge,  have  been  com- 
pelled to  move  away  from  the  city,  and  their  support  has  been 
lost  to  us. 

Bro.  Kellogg  at  Wood  Ave.  has  a  new  Church  in  spite  of 
the  hard  times,  and  he  has  been  doing  a  heroic  work,  where  at 
times  support  seemed  an  impossibility. 

Newaygo  enjoyed  the  work  of  brass  drum  evangelists, 
reported  the  conversion  of  over  one  hundred  people,  and  can  not 
find  one  quarter  of  them  to-day.  I  desire  to  utter  my  protest 
against  ordained  ministers  of  the  Church,  trained  to  do  the  work 
of  saving  souls,  and  presumably  instructed  in  the  scriptures, 
turning  their  own  proper  work  over  to  illiterate  and  coarse 
grained  shouters,  miscalled  "evangelists"  and  responsible  to 
nobody,  whose  chief  qualification  is  ability  to  blow  a  toot  horn 
and  roll  off  vapid  exhortation. 

Newaygo  is  a  promising  field  if  properly  worked,  and  will 
report  a  good  increase  in  the  membership.  The  Church  and 
parsonage  have  been  repaired  and  re-painted. 

At  Robinson  blessed  revivals  have  been  held  and  the  con- 
verts love  and  trust  the  pastor,  because  it  was  the  pastor  who 
led  them  to  Christ. 

At  Rockford  there  have  been  good  meetings  and  the  con- 
verts of  the  great  meetings  of  one  year  ago  have  been  trained 
and  led,  until  51  have  been  received  from  probation  this  year. 
Nearly  $600  has  been  expended  in  improvements  upon  the  pro- 
perty. 

At  Sparta,  the  work  is  heavy,  but  there  has  been  a  good 
year,  with  ten  accessions. 

At  Spring  Lake  our  house  of  worship  was  consumed  in  the 
great  fire  which  destroyed  nearly  one  third  of  the  houses  in  the 
town,  as  well  as  many  public  buildings.  The  people,  although 
many  of  them  had  lost  their  own  homes,  and  none  of  them  were 
rich,  immediately  resolved  to  rebuild.  The  old  lot,  which  was 
not  as  desirable  as  might  be,  was  sold  by  the  trustees,  and  a 
better  one  purchased.  The  new  building  will  be  ready  for  dedi- 
cation in  a  few  weeks. 
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Ada  has  been  a  hard  field,  and  has  been  at  times  nearly  dis- 
couraging to  the  pastor.  His  total  receipts,  up  to  the  fourth 
quarterly  meeting  had  not  been  sufficient  to  pay  his  board  bill, 
yet  he  has  remained  upon  the  charge  and  has  done  all  that  was 
possible  under  the  circumstances.  • 

At  Ashland  there  is  a  building  enterprise  under  way  in  the 
Bailey  class  which  has  been  delayed  through  the  year  by  the 
poverty  of  our  people  and  the  hard  times.  They  hope  to  com- 
plete the  Church  this  year.  There  have  been  25  conversions 
this  year. 

Caledonia  has  had  17  accessions  and  raised  $200  for  repairs. 

Cannonsburg  has  had  20  conversions,  the  parsonage  has 
been  repaired  and  the  expense  met. 

Peculiar  conditions  have  surrounded  the  work  at  Berlin  and 
Lamont.  The  country  is  being  occupied  by  foreigners,  who 
have,  as  a  rule,  no  sympathy  with  our  Church,  nor  with  Protes- 
tantism, and  the  American  born  people  have  largely  moved 
away. 

At  Holland  an  addition  has  been  built  to  the  parsonage, 
completing  a  much  needed  improvement,  and  its  cost  is  pro- 
vided for. 

Bowen's  Mills  has  been  cared  for  by  Bro.  J.  E.  White.  We 
have  no  property  and  but  few  members  here. 

At  Edgerton,  the  pastor  has  succeeded,  in  the  face  of  great 
opposition,  in  erecting  a  Church,  which  was  built  largely  by  his 
own  hands.  It  is  sufficient  for  the  needs  of  the  people,  and  was 
dedicated  last  week. 

At  Casnovia  improvements  have  been  made  upon  the  pro- 
perty, and  some  conversions  and  accessions  are  reported. 

The  camp  meeting  held  by  the  National  Association  for  the 
promotion  of  Holiness,  at  Hackley  Park,  by  invitation  of  the 
ministers  of  the  district,  was  a  season  of  most  remarkable  spiritual 
interest  and  power.  Many  of  God's  people  entered  into  a  clearer, 
profounder  religious  experience,  and  a  goodly  number,  not  less 
than  50,  were  happily  converted. 

Mrs.  Aldrich,  the  Superintendent  of  the  Deaconess'  Home, 
now  being  erected  in  this  city,  after  months  spent  in  raising 
funds  with  which  to  carry  on  the  work  of  building,  went  on  the 
first  of  February  last  to  Washington,  and  matriculated  as  a 
student  in  the  Lucy  Webb  Hayes  Training  School  for  Deacon- 
esses, whence  she  graduated  with  honor  at  the  last  commence- 
ment. The  work  of  building  has  not  been  pushed  forward  with 
as  much  speed  as  was  expected  in  the  outset,  owing  to  the 
difficulty  in  securing  and  collecting  subscriptions  and  pledges. 
The  Trustees,  with  rare  wisdom,  decided  that  they  would  let  no 
contracts  until  the  funds  were  actually  in  the  hands  of  the 
Treasurer  to  pay  estimates. 
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Under  this  arrangement  the  case  stands  about  as  follows  : 
The  foundation  is  in  place  and  completed;  the  water  and 
sewer  connections  have  been  made,  and  the  corner  stone  will  be 
laioj  by  the  Presiding  Bishop  during  this  session. 

I  am  permitted  to  quote  from  the  forthcoming  report  of  the 
Trustees  as  follows: 

Paid  for  lot  $  2,000.00 

Paid  for,  or  on  building   600.00 

Taxes,    street     improvements,  interest, 

solicitor's  fees,  etc   400.00 


Total  expended  $  3,000.00 

On  hand  and  in  bank   1,137.00 

Pledges   and    subscriptions  considered 

good   3,500.00 

The  building  cannot  be  completed  for  less  than  $6,500.00. 
There  are  no  debts  or  liabilities. 

There  must  be  raised  about  $1,300.00  more  to  complete  the 
building,  and  these  figures  make  no  account  for  furnishing, 
which  will  be  a  separate  and  additional  matter. 

The  benevolences  were  in  a  fine  state  of  promise  before  the 
business  difficulties  began,  and  I  had  dared  to  prophesy  a  large 
increase  over  last  year.  But  many  pledges  cannot  be  redeemed; 
many  who  pay  ordinarily,  will  not  be  able  to  do  so  now,  and 
many  have  been  compelled  to  reduce  the  amount  of  their  offer- 
ings. I  am  driven  to  the  conclusion  that  the  benevolences  will 
not  be  full.

GRAND  TRAVERSE  DISTRICT. 

G.  W.   SHERMAN,  PRESIDING  ELDER. 

Traverse  City  has  had  three  prosperous  years,  and  in  some 
respects  the  last  has  been  the  best.  Cleon  and  Marilla  has  had 
prosperity.  Copemish  has  bought  a  fine  parsonage  worth  about 
$500.  The  Church  at  Boyne  Falls  was  furnished  and  dedicated 
in  the  early  part  of  the  year.  A  sufficient  amount  was  raised 
at  this  dedication  to  pay  all  indebtedness.  At  Boyne  City  over 
$1,500  have  been  raised  on  subscription  for  a  new  Church 
which  will  probably  cost  about  $2,000.  They  expect  to  dedicate 
this  fall.  Lake  City  has  had  a  peaceful,  prosperous  year.  At 
Harbor  Springs  the  Church  has  been  built  up  and  congregation 
enlarged.  The  beautiful  little  Church  at  Champion  Hill  was 
completed  last  spring  and  dedicated  free  of  debt;  it  cost  about 
$900.  At  Joyfield  a  fine  Church  is  nearly  completed,  it  will  cost 
about  $1,400.    At  Benzonia  a  neat  parsonage  pleasently  located, 
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costing  S600  has  been  built  and  paid  for.  At  Cadillac  a  large 
portion  of  the  Church  debt  has  been  paid.  At  Mackinaw  City 
the  Church  building  is  furnished,  and  all  indebtedness  provided. 

The  charge  at  East  Jordon  seems  to  have  been  unfortunate. 
Last  year,  Brother  Whitman  failed  in  health,  and  this  year  the 
same  experience  is  repeated.  Rev.  Louis  Blanchet  began  his 
work  with  bright  and  hopeful  prospects  in  the  midst  of  which 
he  was  taken  seriously  ill,  and  was  entirely  unfitted  for  farther 
labor  and  was  obliged  to  abandon  the  field.  D.  O.  Ball  supplied 
the  field  the  balance  of  the  year,  greatly  beautifying  and  improv- 
ing Church  property  at  his  own  expense. 

Old  Mission,  substantial  improvements  have  been  made  on 
our  Church.  At  the  Ogden  appointment,  the  Church  interprise 
has  been  completed  and  dedicated  free  of  debt;  cost  about  $1,200. 
A  new  appointment  has  been  taken  up  at  Archie,  a  class  formed, 
good  congregations.  They  already  talk  of  building  a  Church. 
At  Kalkaska  the  old  parsonage  has  been  moved  to  a  new  lot 
near  the  Church,  and  an  addition  built  on,  costing  $600.  While 
Brother  Catton  has  been  abundant  in  labor,  was  greatly  afflicted 
by  the  long  illness  and  death  of  his  esteemable  wife.  Her's  was 
a  beautiful  life  and  triumphant  death.  At  Fife  Lake,  $750  has 
been  raised  to  pay  indebtedness  on  Churches,  and  improve 
Church  property.  A  new  Church  at  Empire  is  in  process  of 
building.  A  parsonage  at  Oviatt  will  be  ready  for  the  minister 
soon  after  Conference.  At  Manton,  has  been  made  good  sub- 
stantial improvements  on  the  Church,  costing  about  $200.  At 
Mancelona,  the  old  parsonage  is  sold,  new  house  is  built  near  the 
Church;  cost  $800;  indebtedness  mostly  provided  for.  Also  a 
Chapel  built  at  Furnaceville,  a  (suburb  of  Mancelona,)  costing 
$450.  It  has  been  a  year  of  great  prosperity  for  Petoskey  charge. 
There  has  been  a  net  increase  of  147  members  since  Conference. 
Paid  on  Church  debt  and  improvement  over  $1,500,  benevolences 
$487.  At  Bear  Lake,  everything  relating  to  the  Church  is  pros- 
perous. A  fine  Church  is  in  process  of  building  at  the  Pleas- 
anton  appointment,  will  be  completed  this  fall,' costing  about 
$1,200.  A  portion  of  the  debt  at  Elk  Rapids  has  been  lifted, 
and  a  new  Church  being  erected  at  Elk  Lake  appointment 
will  be  ready  to  occupy  this  fall.  At  Frankfort,  Lucas,  LeRoy, 
Northport,  Ironton,  Clarion,  Spencer  Creek,  Cross  Village,  Alba, 
Stitsville,  Alanson,  Inland,  Kingsley,  Torch  Lake,  Monroe 
Center,  Sherman,  Williamsburg  and  West  Traverse  City,  pros- 
perity and  advance  have  been  manifest.

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IONIA  DISTRICT.

Another  year  of  work  and  experience  within  the  bounds  of 
Ionia  District  has  written  its  record  full  upon  the  calendar  of 
time. 

The  pulpit  and  pastoral  work  of  the  ministers  has  been 
faithfully  performed,  and  with  very  few  exceptions,  with  great 
acceptability  to  the  people,  the  people  with  rare  exceptions  also, 
have  worked  in  harmony  with  the  ministers,  and  all  in  all,  we 
have  had  a  reasonably  prosperous  year. 

We  have  had  some  revival  in  nearly  every  one  of  the  charges, 
and  the  ingathering  of  souls,  though  by  no  means  has  been  up 
to  our  desires,  has  been  greatly  encouraging. 

In  the  matter  of  Church  and  parsonage  buildings,  we  have 
not  attempted  very  much,  though  we  have  probably  accom- 
plished all  in  this  line  that  was  possible  under  the  circumstances. 
Two  new  Churches  have  been  started  and  are  now  in  process  of 
completion.  One  is  located  at  Six  Lakes  in  the  Lake  View 
charge,  and  the  other  at  Belvidere  in  the  bounds  of  the  Entrican 
charge.  The  Church  at  Belvidere  will  be  a  brick  venered 
structure  with  a  seating  capacity  of  250,  and  when  completed 
will  have  cost  $1,500.  The  Church  at  Six  Lakes  is  being  built 
under  many  discouragements.  Soon  after  the  lot  was  purchased 
and  our  people  there  determined  to  build,  a  most  destructive 
fire  swept  over  the  little  town  and  destroyed  nearly  the  whole  of 
the  business  portion  of  it,  thus  making  it  almost  impossible  to 
secure  adequate  subscriptions  to  go  on  with  the  enterprise,  but 
unflagging  zeal  of  the  pastor  and  judicious  management,  the 
generous  sacrifice  of  the  little  band  of  Christian  workers  there, 
together  with  a  donation  from  the  Church  Extension  Society  of 
$150  the  work  will  go  on  to  an  early  completion.  This  building 
will  have  cost  when  finished  about  $1,400,  seating  capacity  250. 
A  fine  new  parsonage  is  being  built  at  Sunfield  in  the  Sebawa 
charge  at  a  cost  of  $1,500  together  with  lot  and  barn.  Our 
people  at  Greenville  have  purchased  and  recently  placed  in  their 
beautiful  Church,  a  new  and  elegant  pipe  organ  at  a  cost  of 
$1,800.    It  is  paid  for. 

On  the  27th,  28th  and  29th  of  June  we  held  a  series  of  Dis- 
trict Missionary  meetings  in  three  of  our  prominent  charges, 
and  were  greatly  aided  and  enthuzed  by  the  presence  of  Chaplain 
McCabe  who  was  with  us  through  the  entire  series,  and  whose 
instructive  addresses  will  not  soon  be  forgotten. 

Our  Epworth  League  and  Sunday  School  interests  have 
been  carefully  guarded  during  the  year.  Well  attended  and 
very  inspiring  conventions  have  been  held  in  behalf  of  each  of 
these  causes. 
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Our  beloved  sisters  in  their  Woman's  Home  and  Foreign 
Missionary  enterprises  have  evinced  most  commendable  zeal 
and  courage  in  the  prosecution  of  their  work.  God  bless  the 
noble  women  for  their  industry  and  efficiency  in  doing  work  for 
the  Master. 

In  the  matter  of  ministerial  support,  though  some  of  the 
men  in  many  districts  have  been  compelled  to  come  up  to  the 
Conference  without  their  salaries  fully  met,  there  will  be  a  fair 
showing  of  salaries  paid. 

Of  the  four  men  in  the  Conference  who  have  passed  the  full 
term  of  five  years  in  their  respective  pastorates,  two  of  them, 
Rev.  Charles  Nease  and  Rev.  J.  H.  Wesbrook  are  in  the  Ionia 
District. 

Perhaps  that  which  has  awakened  the  most  generous  interest 
in  the  district  for  the  year,  was  our  district  camp  meeting  held 
on  our  new  grounds  at  Long  Lake  from  August  8th  to  16th.  It 
was  a  great  success  in  every  way.  The  attendance  throughout 
the  whole  meeting  was  large.  The  ministers  in  the  district, 
with  two  exceptions,  one  of  them  away  on  a  vacation  and  the 
other  detained  by  sickness  were  in  attendance  at  the  meeting, 
most  of  them  during  the  whole  meeting.  A  goodly  number  of 
sinners  were  saved.  One  of  the  most  interesting  features  of  the 
meeting  was  the  earnest  and  efficient  work  put  in  by  the  large 
number  of  our  young  people  who  were  in  attendance  from  the 
beginning  to  the  close. 

The  Ionia  District  now  owns  a  most  beautiful  camp  ground 
containing  16  acres  of  land  and  situated  on  Long  Lake,  in  about 
the  geographical  center  of  the  district.

I  am  sorry  to  say  that 
many  of  them  have  received  but  a  meagre  financial  support. 
The  salaries,  at  best,  are  small,  and  these  have  not  all  been  paid 
in  full.  I  know  that  "hard  times"  are  upon  us,  but  the  sadder 
thing  is  this,  that  many,  even  of  those  who  profess  to  love  the 
Lord  and  love  his  cause,  when  it  comes  to  be  necessary  to 
curtail  in  current  expenses  will  begin  at  the  point  of  ministerial 
and  Church  support.  This  ought  not  to  be  so.  The  very  last 
thing  that  should  be  permitted  to  suffer  harm  from  the  pressure 
of  "hard  times"  is  the  Church,  "our  blest  Redeemer  saved  with 
his  own  precious  blood." 
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There  are  noble  exceptions  to  this.  There  are  men  and 
women  among  the  laity  who  are  practising  severe,  hard  self 
denial,  so  that  the  cause  of  the  Master  may  not  suffer  loss  or 
harm.     May  the  Lord  bless  them  and  multiply  their  numbers. 

In  some  cases  these  interests  suffer  not  because  of  inability 
to  support  them,  but  because  of  the  want  of  system  in  the 
management  of  the  finances  of  the  Church.  I  find  it  so  difficult 
to  get  some  of  the  official  boards  on  the  weaker  charges  to  adopt 
and  work  some  simple  system  of  finance,  involving  the  plan  of 
weekly  or  monthly,  or  at  least  quarterly  payments.  On  one  of 
my  charges  whose  quarterly  Conference  I  held  within  a  month, 
I  found  them  sadly  behind  in  ministerial  support,  and  on 
examination  discovered  that  the  membership  had  not  averaged 
four  cents  each,  per  week  on  the  pastor's  claim.  But  notwith- 
standing all  this,  the  pastors  have  uncomplainingly  toiled  on 
and  God  has  blessed  their  labors,  and  souls  have  been  con- 
verted, and  accessions  have  been  made  to  the  Churches  of  "those 
that  are  being  saved."  Most  of  the  charges  will  report  some 
increase,  and  some  of  them  quite  extensive  accessions.  The 
largest  ingatherings  have  been  at  South  Haven,  Banfield,  Simp- 
son, Martin,  Mendon,  Three  Rivers,  Oshtemo  and  First  Church, 
Kalamazoo. 

On  the  30th  of  October  of  last  year  we  dedicated  a  new 
Church  on  the  Bloomingdale  charge,  at  which  time  all  that  was 
left  of  the  cost  of  the  enterprise  was  provided  for.  It  is  a  neat 
frame  structure  and  an  ornament  to  the  community.  Its  cost 
was  about  $1,500.  Two  other  new  Churches  have  been  built 
this  year,  and  await  dedication  in  the  near  future.  The  one  is 
at  Fennville,  a  beautiful  brick  veneer  building,  costing  together 
with  the  lot  about  $3,800.  The  other  is  at  Delton  on  the  Prairie- 
ville  charge,  a  frame  structure  after  the  Church  Extension  plan 
of  19-a.  Several  of  the  Churches  have  undergone  repairs  and 
improvements,  and  First  Church,  has  provided  for  a  $4,000 
debt. 

A  few  months  ago  it  seemed  that  we  could  report  a  credit- 
able advance  on  all  the  benevolent  collections,  but  because  of 
the  general  stringency  in  money  matters  we  shall  not  be  able  to 
report  what  we  expected  to,  still  we  hope  that  the  reports  will 
show  no  great  decline  in  the  support  of  the  great  benevolences 
of  the  Church. 

The  Epworth  League  interests  are  prospering  on  the 
district.  There  are  about  thirty  chapters  with  six  or  seven 
Junior  Leagues  and  a  total  membership  of  about  twelve  hundred. 
Most  of  these  are  doing  good  work,  and  some  are  enthusiastic 
with  holy  endeavor.  I  have  this  to  say  of  the  general  spirit  of 
the  league  that  it  is  loyally  devoted  to  the  interests  of  the  Church, 
that  it  does  not  regard  itself  in  any  sense  as  a  rival  to  the 
Church,  or  independent  of  its  authority  and  government,  but  as.

belonging  to  the  Church  and  of  it.  I  have  found  the  league  to 
be  a  most  important  factor  in  the  enterprises  of  the  Church, 
whether  these  have  been  of  a  financial,  social,  benevolent  or 
evangelistic  character. 

We  have  endeavored,  as  best  we  could,  to  magnify  the  Sun- 
day School  work  on  the  district.  This  we  regard  as  one  of  the 
most  important,  and  so,  from  pulpit  and  platform  in  ministeral 
association  and  quarterly  conference  we  have  urged  the  import- 
ance of  this  work,  and  are  glad  to  say,  that  upon  the  whole, 
there  is  a  goodly  degree  of  enthusiasm  for  it  on  the  district.

LANSING  DISTRICT. 

GEO.  S.  HICKEY,  PRESIDING  ELDER. 

The  year  on  Lansing  District  has  been  one  of  earnest  work 
and  fidelity  to  Christ  and  the  Church  on  the  part  of  the  pastors. 

The  winter  season  was  marked  by  revivals  on  almost  every 
charge.  External,  hollow  religious  professions  of  many  Church 
members  were  abandoned;  cold  formalities  given  up,  and  many 
who  had  a  name  to  live,  but  were  dead,  were  led  to  realize  the 
power  of  the  gospel  and  exemplify  the  beauty  of  holiness. 
Thus,  when  God's  own  servants  and  people  woke  up  to  duty  and 
to  diligence,  and  were  no  longer  content  to  live  in  an  uncomfort- 
able and  unsatisfying  religious  state,  hundreds  of  sinners  were 
converted. 

Eaton  Rapids  has  received  47  probationers;  the  Church 
edifice  has  been  frescoed,  carpeted,  and  supplied  with  new 
furnaces — all  costing  $700.  This  model  society  also  contributes 
the  full  amount  of  the  increased  apportionment  for  benevolences. 

Charlotte  reports  13  probationers,  and  has  transformed  its 
parsonage  into  a  comfortable  modern  home  at  an  expense  of 
$415. 

Vermontville  has  put  into  its  Church  a  beautiful  pipe-top 
organ  costing  $250. 

Nashville  has  received  six  probationers,  made  improvements 
on  the  Church  at  an  expense  of  $325,  and  has  in  cash  and  good 
subscriptions  $700  towards  a  new  parsonage. 

Gresham  has  added  ten  probationers;  and  paid  in  repairs 
and  building  sheds  at  Dow  Church,  and  on  old  indebtedness, 
$405. 

Mason  reports  40  probationers,  and  has  built  a  much  needed 
addition  to  the  Church,  which  it  has  christened  "Epworth 
Chapel."    It  is  constructed  of  brick  and  cost  $1000. 
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De  Witt  has  re:eived  14  probationers,  painted  the  Olive 
Church,  and  expended  altogether  in  improvements  and  to  liqui- 
date debts  $115. 

Delta  and  Waconsta  charge  has  received  six  probationers, 
improved  Waconsta  Church  at  a  cost  of  $65.  purchased  a  par- 
sonage at  Delta  Mills,  and  advanced  its  benevolences  100  per 
cent,  over  last  year. 

The  Epworth  League  at  Grand  Ledge  has  increased  in 
membership  from  70  to  130,  and  sustains  a  reading  room  in  the 
heart  of  the  town. 

Lansing  Central  reports  19  probationers,  and  $45  spent  in 
repairs  on  parsonage,  besides  meeting  its  heavy  interest  on 
mortgage. 

Lansing  First  Church  has  gathered  in  15  probationers,  and 
expended  $120  in  repairs,  and  increases  benevolences  50  per 
cent,  over  last  year. 

Shepardsville  has  paid  $67  on  an  old  parsonage  debt. 

St.  Johns  reports  14  probationers,  and  $1400  paid  on  its 
elegant  new  Church  lots. 

Ovid  perseveres  in  well-doing  by  receiving  45  probationers, 
improving  its  parsonage  at  a  cost  of  $50,  and  bringing  up  its 
benevolences.  But,  best  of  all,  it  is  building  a  new  and  com- 
modious brick-veneered  Church  which,  when  finished  and  fur- 
nished, will  cost  about  $15,000.  Its  extreme  dimensions  are 
58  by  90  feet.  In  style  of  architecture  it  is  Romanesque.  It 
will  be  modern  and  complete  in  all  its  appointments — a  beautiful 
and  worthy  monument  to  the  piety  and  liberality  of  God's 
people. 

Du  Plain  has  received  15  probationers,  and  will  not  be  far 
behind  with  its  benevolences. 

Maple  Rapids  has  paid  $80  on  old  indebtedness,  and  over- 
paid its  pastor  $75. 

Elsie  reports  117  probationers,  expended  $47  in  repairs,  and 
more  than  fills  its  apportionment  for  benevolences. 

Sickles  and  Ashley  charge  has  received  on  trial  13,  decorated 
the  Church  at  Sickles,  and  made  other  improvements  to  the 
value  of  $185.    A  new  Church  is  being  planned  for  North  Star. 

Perrington  reports  72  probationers  and  $50  spent  in  repairs. 

The  Church  at  Riverdale  has  been  painted,  and  some 
indebtedness  paid  off.    Ten  have  been  received  on  trial. 

Ithaca  has  added  35  probationers,  made  $100  worth  of  im- 
provements and  subscribed  $1000  for  a  new  Church  at  Emerson. 

Alma  reports  55  probationers,  and  a  new  parsonage  pur- 
chased and  nearly  paid  for. 
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St.  Louis  has  repaired  its  Church  at  a  cost  of  $45,  and  has 
S500  deposited  in  the  bank,  wnich  is  to  be  the  nucleus  of  a  sub- 
scription for  a  new  Church.  The  pastor  reports  16  probationers, 
and  benevolences  nearly  full. 

Breckenridge  has  received  nine  probationers,  increased  the 
value  of  its  Church  property  $350,  and  regrets  that  the  pastor 
cannot  remain  the  sixth  year. 

Two  very  interesting  and  profitable  Ministerial  Associations 
have  been  held  during  the  year  and  a  District  League  Conven- 
tion. In  many  places  the  Epworth  Leagues  are  factors  of  great 
power  in  the  Churches,  helping  on  the  work  of  revivals,  bene- 
volences, and  various  Church  enterprises. 

In  the  gospel  ministry,  as  elsewhere,  success  is  apt  to 
respond  promptly  to  honest  and  earnest  effort. 

This  is  the  second  year  in  succession  during  which  death 
has  not  visited  any  pastor's  home  on  our  district.  But  the 
blessed  angel  of  increase  has  brooded  kindly  over  the  parsonages 
at  Perrington,  Maple  Rapids,  Du  Plain,  North  Lansing,  Ashley, 
and  St.  Louis,  making  Lansing  District  the  banner  one  in  this 
regard.  These  additional  and  crying  necessities  will  henceforth 
appeal  to  the  laymen  for  a  corresponding  increase  of  salary,  and 
to  each  reverend  pater  families  for  a  more  extended  and 
faithful  application  of  the  disciplinary  rules  relating  to  children.

NILES  DISTRICT. 

J.   W.   H.    CARLISLE,    PRESIDING  ELDER. 

I  am  happy  to  state  that  with  the  favoring  presence  and 
blessing  of  Almighty  God,  and  the  cordial  co-operation  of  the 
pastors,  I  am  enabled  to  report  a  goodly  measure  of  prosperity  in 
our  work  on  Niles  District  during  the  past  year. 

Every  department  of  our  work  has  been  attended  to  with 
commendable  zeal  and  faithfulness  on  the  part  of  the  ministry, 
and  their  efforts  have  been  cordially  supported  by  the  laity. 

Little  attention  has  been  given  in  our  pulpits,  to  the  dis- 
cussion of  the  higher  criticism,  and  other  diluting  questions. 
But  our  pastors  have  been  content  to  preach  the  old  time  gospel 
and  enjoy  the  old  time  religion,  and  we  have  reason  to  believe 
that  the  spiritual  life  of  the  Church  has  been  greatly  advanced 
during  the  year. 

Early  in  January  many  of  the  pastors  began  special  religious 
services,  but  the  unusually  severe  weather  and  deep  snow 
seriously  hindered  their  work.  Some  of  the  Churches  however, 
shared  largely  in  revival  influences  and  power.    Believers  were 
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advanced  to  larger  places  of  experience,  and  sinners  were  con- 
verted to  God. 

Our  district  camp  meeting  held  at  Crystal  Springs  in  August 
was  one  of  the  most  successful  held  for  years.  With  one  or  two 
exceptions  the  pastors  of  the  district  did  all  the  preaching,  and 
conducted  all  the  altar  services.  The  result  was,  believers  were 
sanctified,  and  precious  souls  were  saved. 

I  have  not  the  data  at  hand  to  enable  me  to  furnish  the  full 
results  of  the  revival  efforts  of  the  year,  but  believe  the  reports 
of  the  pastors  will  show  a  goodly  increase  of  membership  during 
the  year. 

Our  Sunday  School  interests  have  been  faithfully  conserved 
by  both  preachers  and  people.  The  attendance  is  large,  and  for 
the  greater  part  the  schools  are  managed  by  enthusiastic  and 
efficient  superintendents  and  teachers. 

The  Epworth  League  is  a  recognized  power  in  the  Church, 
working  for  righteousness.  It  has  demonstrated  the  wisdom  of 
the  Church  in  creating  it,  and  justified  its  right  to  be,  by  its  good 
works. 

Our  District  Organization  contains  28  Epworth  League 
Chapters,  and  six  junior  Leagues,  with  an  aggregate  membership 
respectively  of  1200  and  350. 

I  have  reason  to  believe  that  our  pastors  have  been  loyal  to 
all  our  benevolent  interests,  and  that  they  have  done  what  they 
could  to  make  the  collections  reach  the  highest  point  toward 
meeting  all  the  apportionments  to  their  charges. 

At  Newberg,  Marcellus  charge,  a  new  Church  costing  $1300 
was  dedicated  Oct.  30th.  This  Church  is  a  monument  to  the 
industry  and  self-sacrifice  of  that  rural  neighborhood.  A  debt 
of  $150  remaining  on  the  property  will  be  cared  for. 

A  beautiful  and  commodious  parsonage  has  been  erected  at 
Benton  Harbor  costing  $3000.  This  was  a  much  needed  acquisi- 
tion, and  its  realization  is  an  achievement.  The  external  view 
of  this  building  is  pleasing  to  the  eye,  and  its  internal  appoint- 
ments are  a  great  convenience  to  the  occupants.  It  is  furnished 
with  modern  improvements,  and  is  one  of  the  best  parsonages 
in  the  Conference. 

At  Paw  Paw,  Rev.  A.  C.  Jones  induced  his  people  to  sell 
the  old  parsonage  property,  which  was  located  at  an  inconvenient 
distance  from  the  Church,  and  buy  a  new  property  adjoining  the 
Church. 

A  new  Church  costing  $1300  is  nearly  completed  at  Sodus 
on  the  Eau  Clare  charge.  This  Church  is  enclosed  and  plastered, 
and  will  probably  be  seated  and  ready  for  dedication  within  a 
month. 
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A  much  needed  improvement  has  been  made  on  our  Church 
at  Niles  by  the  erection  of  an  addition  to  the  rear  of  the  main 
building.  It  is  26  by  42  feet,  subdivided  by  sliding  doors  into 
three  class  rooms,  all  of  which  when  required  may  be  used  as 
one  room.  The  pastor  moved  his  people  to  begin  this  good 
work  last  year,  and  it  was  completed  and  dedicated  in  March  of 
this  year  at  a  cost  of  $1500. 

At  Dowagiac  our  people  have  realized  the  need  of  a  better 
and  more  convenient  house  of  worship.  Under  the  energetic 
and  inspiring  leadership  of  the  pastor,  the  people  resolved  to 
arise  and  build  such  a  house  as  would  comport  with  their  needs. 
The  corner  stone  was  laid  on  the  28th  of  June.  The  building  on 
the  ground  will  be  60  by  100  feet.  The  Church  will  contain  a 
maximum  seating  capacity  of  800.  The  structure  will  cost  about 
$13,000,  and  when  completed,  will,  as  to  its  modern  furnishing, 
have  no  equal  in  the  district,  and  few  superiors  in  the  Con- 
ference. 

Repairs  and  improvements  have  been  made  on  the  Church 
buildings  at  Coloma  and  Watervleit  at  an  aggregate  cost  of 
$850. 

The  Church  at  Cassopolis  has  been  repainted  and  refitted  at 
an  expense  of  $200. 

And  about  the  same  amount  has  been  expended  in  repairs 
on  the  Church  at  Three  Oaks. 

Several  other  Churches  have  received  improvements  at  an 
expense  ranging  from  $50  to  $200. 

The  repairs  made  on  parsonage  property  will  aggregate  a 
cost  of  $1200. 

A  very  small  per  cent,  of  our  Church  and  parsonage  pro- 
perty remains  uninsured,  and  we  have  been  doing  what  we  could 
to  reduce  that  small  per  cent,  to  zero. 

In  the  matter  of  ministerial  support,  I  should  be  happy  to 
be  able  to  say  that  every  pastor  within  the  bounds  of  my  district 
had  received  his  salary  in  full  for  the  past  year.  These  men 
have  been  faithful  in  service,  and  have  abundantly  earned  the 
full  amount  promised  them.  But  I  have  reason  to  fear  that  some 
of  them  have  not  received  their  salaries  in  full.  I  have  taken 
occasion  at  every  quarterly  Conference  to  review  the  reports  of 
the  Stewards  in  regard  to  the  pastor's  claim,  and  when  deemed 
necessary,  have  endeavored  to  prompt  the  Stewards,  and  to 
supplement  their  efforts  in  other  ways  to  secure  these  salaries. 

With  two  exceptions,  our  pastors  have  been  able  to  do  full 
work  for  the  year.  Rev.  E.  A.  Tanner,  of  Marcellus,  was  kept 
from  pulpit  service  a  few  Sabbaths  by  illness  last  spring,  and 
the  Rev.  E.  H.  Day,  who  at  this  Conference,  closes  a  five  years' 
pastorate  at  Lawton,  and  nearly  fifty  years  in  the  ministry,  was, 
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last  winter,  through  overwork  and  the  grippe,  prostrated. 
Through  the  spring  and  most  of  the  summer  he  has  been  able  to 
do  but  little  pulpit  work. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  earnest  toil  on  Niles  District. 
It  has  been  one  of  complete  harmony  among  the  ministers,  and 
of  victory  through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

.  I  would  express  profound  thankfulness  to  God  for  personal 
blessings  during  the  year. 

I  have  not  been  kept  from  work  a  single  day,  nor  missed  a 
single  appointment  this  year.  And  now  with  hearty  thanks  to 
the  pastors  for  their  uniform  kindness  and  cordial  co-operation 
in  every  good  work,  I  respectfully  submit  this,  my  second 
annual  report.

REPORT  "A." 

COMMITTEE   ON   EPISCOPAL  RESIDENCE. 

We  beg  leave  to  report  that,  acting  on  your  instructions,  and 
using  the  authority  which  you  placed  in  our  hands,  we,  in  the 
the  early  part  of  the  year,  went  to  Detroit  for  the  purpose  of 
consulting  with  a  similar  committee  appointed  by  the  Detroit 
Conference. 

After  much  deliberation  and  careful  examination  of  several 
properties,  the  joint  committee  decided  to  purchase  the  property 
in  Detroit  now  known  as  the  Episcopal  Residence.  This 
property  with  the  repairs  put  upon  it  cost  $18,000.  The  com- 
mittee decided  that  of  this  sum  Detroit  should  be  asked  to  pay 
$6,000,  Detroit  Conference  $6,000,  and  Michigan  Conference 
$6,000. 

Our  action  in  fixing  the  sum  of  $6,000  as  the  amount  for  the 
Michigan  Conference  to  pay,  was  based  largely  on  our  Confer- 
ence action  of  a  year  ago. 

We  issued  an  appeal,  copies  of  which  we  sent  to  every 
charge  in  the  Conference.  In  this  appeal  we  asked  that  each 
Pastor  collect  from  his  charge  16  cents  per  member  for  this  pur- 
pose. Had  the  full  amount  asked  been  realized,  our  full  share 
would  have  been  met;  but  after  a  year  of  experience  with  this 
matter  we  have  found  that  the  amount  raised  in  our  Conference 
up  to  date  is  about  $450,  while  the  city  of  Detroit  has  raised 
$2,200,  and  Detroit  Conference  has  raised  about  $700.  This  in- 
dicates to  us  that  some  new  line  of  action  must  be  pursued  if  we, 
as  a  Conference,  would  ever  lift  anything  like  an  honorable  share 
of  this  burden. 

The  necessity  for  our  taking  much  more  vigorous  action  in 
this  matter  is  emphasized  in  the  fact  that  two  or  three  of  the 
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generous  laymen  of  Detroit  have  put  themselves  under  the  bur- 
den of  carrying  some  $5,500  at  the  banks  in  order  to  secure  the 
ready  money  required  for  the  purchase.  This  money  will  soon 
be  due  and  they  are  keenly  feeling  the  heaviness  of  this  burden, 
and  come  to  us  asking  for  the  help  that  they  have  the  right  to 
expect  of  us.  With  these  facts  before  you  we  submit  the  fol- 
lowing propositions: 

1st.  Let  5  cents  per  member  be  apportioned  on  the  charges 
and  collected  during  the  ensuing  year,  and  let  that  same  ratio  be 
continued  from  year  to  year  until  the  whole  amount  of  16  cents 
per  member  from  each  charge  is  raised. 

2d.  Let  a  committee  of  three  from  this  body  be  appointed 
to  act  with  a  similar  committee  from  the  Detroit  Conference  for 
the  purpose  of  constructing  a  more  satisfactory  plan  for  convey- 
ing and  holding  the  property  under  consideration.

conference   board  of  deaconesses,  and  the  committee  on 
deaconesses  of  the  woman's  home  missionary  society. 

The  Aldrich  Memorial  Deaconess  Home  herewith  presents 
its  second  annual  report. 

At  your  annual  joint  meeting  held  in  the  parlors  of  the 
Division  Street  M.  E.  Church,  Grand  Rapids,  on  the  nth  of 
November,  A.  D.  1892,  the  following  persons  were  by  you 
elected  as  Trustees  of  the  Home: — Rev.  W.  I.  Cogshall,  John 
Widdicomb,  Elvin  Swarthout,  Geo.  G.  Whitworth,  W.  G. 
Robinson,  Mrs.  Charlotte  Northrop  and  Mrs.  Laura  C.  Aldrich. 
These  persons  now  constitute  the  Board  of  Trustees  with  the 
single  exception  that  Rev.  A.  M.  Gould  was  elected  by  the  board 
to  fill  the  position  made  vacant  by  the  resignation  of  Bro. 
Cogshall.  This  change  was  made  on  the  eighth  day  of  June 
last.  The  officers  of  the  corporation  are:  President,  John 
Widdicomb;  Vice-President,  W.  G.  Robinson;  Secretary,  Elvin 
Swarthout;  Treasurer,  Geo.  G.  Whitworth;  Superintendent  and 
Matron,  Mrs.  Laura  C.  Aldrich.  The  Board  of  Managers  is  the 
same  that  was  reported  to  you  one  year  ago. 

On  October  19th,  1892,  the  board  had  the  satisfaction  of 
paying  off  and  having  discharged  the  $1,000  mortgage  which 
was  reported  as  an  incumbrance  against  the  Home  property  in 
the  last  report. 

The  work  on  the  building  has  not  been  pushed  forward  as 
rapidly  as  we  had  hoped  owing  to  the  difficulty  experienced  in 
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collecting  in  subscriptions  and  pledges.  In  view  of  this  fact  the 
trustees,  on  March  29th,  1893,  passed  a  resolution  that  the  Build- 
ing Committee  proceed  to  construct  the  building  as  per  plans 
adopted  by  the  board,  but  that  no  contracts  be  let  unless  the 
funds  are  actually  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer  to  pay  estimates 
under  the  same.  The  wisdom  of  this  measure  is  apparent, 
especially  in  view  of  the  present  uncertainties  of  the  money 
market. 

However,  funds  were  gradually  accumulating,  and  on  the  9th 
of  May,  1893,  a  contract  for  constructing  the  foundation  of  the 
Home  was  let  for  the  sum  of  $530,  and  work  was  immediately 
begun.  Soon  after  a  contract  was  entered  into  to  connect  the 
house  with  water  and  the  sewer  from  the  street,  at  an  expense  of 
$45.50.  Other  incidentals  will  bring  the  amount  already  actually 
expended  on  the  building  up  to  the  sum  of  $600.  This  work  was 
completed  about  the  first  of  July.  Since  that  time  the  architect 
has  been  busy  getting  the  plans  and  specifications  in  proper 
shape  to  let  the  second  contract. 

A  rough  statement  of  our  financial  condition  would  be  about 
as  follows:  $2,000  paid  for  the  lot,  $600  already  paid  for  or 
towards  the  building,  about  $400  expended  for  taxes,  street  im- 
provements, interest,  solicitor's  expenses  and  sundries;  making 
a  total  expended  of  substantially  $3,000.  We  have  in  bank  in 
cash  at  the  date  of  this  report  $1, 137.17;  we  have  pledges  and 
subscriptions  on  hand  which  we  consider  good  amounting  to  not 
far  from  $3,500.  There  are  no  liabilities.  It  is  not  likely  that 
the  house  can  be  completed  for  less  than  $6,500,  including  the 
amount  already  expended.  This  will  necessitate  raising  some- 
thing like  $1,300  more,  provided  our  pledges  on  hand  net  $3,500, 
in  order  to  complete  the  building.  This  does  not  include 
furnishings. 

Mrs.  Aldrich,  up  to  the  first  of  February,  put  in  nearly  her 
whole  time  soliciting  funds.  She  has  visited  since  the  former 
report  and  received  subscriptions  and  contributions  from  the  fol- 
lowing charges:  Three  Rivers,  Mendon,  Prairie,  Second  St., 
Ames,  Battle  Creek,  Maple  St.,  St.  Joseph,  Benton  Harbor, 
Jackson,  Haven,  Albion,  Homer,  Union  City,  Coldwater,  Girard, 
Lansing,  North  Lansing,  Charlotte,  Pottersville,  Muskegon, 
East  St.,  Berlin,  Lamont,  Lowell,  Saranac.  Two  large  subscrip- 
tions have  been  received,  one  from  Mrs.  Charlotte  M.  Judd  of 
Greenville,  amounting  to  $400,  the  other  of  $500  given  by  rela- 
tives of  Mrs.  Sarah  H.  Bliss,  deceased,  formerly  of  Saranac,  out 
of  money  left  in  their  hands  by  Mrs.  Bliss  to  be  used  for  chari- 
table purposes. 

From  the  first  of  February  to  the  first  of  July  Mrs.  Aldrich 
suspended  her  work  of  canvassing  for  funds  and  matriculated  as 
a  student  in  the  Lucy  Webb  Hayes  training  school  for  deaconess 
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in  Washington,  D.  C,  where  she  graduated  with  honor  at  the 
last  commencement. 

The  corner  stone  of  the  Home  will  be  laid  with  appropriate 
ceremonies  on  Saturday  afternoon,  Sept.  9th,  at  4  o'clock.

committee  on  conference  claimants. 

Your  committee  have  sought  in  the  usual  way  by  sending 
out  cards,  by  newspaper  appeals  and  by  urging  the  universal  and 
enthusiastic  observance  of  "Veterans'  Day,"  to  press  the  claims 
of  our  superannuated  ministers  upon  the  conscience  and  heart  of 
the  Church.    They  respectfully  urge, 

First,  That  each  pastor  and  Presiding  Elder  do  everything 
in  his  power  to  swell  the  "fifth  collection." 

Second,  That  in  making  pleas  on  behalf  of  our  "Veterans," 
their  claims  be  put  in  the  forefront  and  their  poverty  kept  out  of 
sight. 
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Third,  That  with  whatever  eclat  "Veterans'  Day"  be 
observed,  all  the  interests  of  our  superannuates  be  not  confined 
to  that  day.  Let  articles  frequently  appear  in  our  papers  plead- 
ing the  cause  of  these  worthy  beneficiaries  of  the  Church,  and 
let  bequests  to  this  fund  be  constantly  sought. 

Further',  Since  rightly  regarded  to  be  enrolled  on  the  list 
of  Conference  Claimants  involves  no  humiliation,  but  rather  pro- 
ceeds from  a  just  claim  and  honorable  recognition  of  service, 
your  committee  maintain  that  all  public  and  private  expressions 
at  all  derogatory  are  to  be  depreciated.  A  workman  has  no 
more  right  to  his  wages,  nor  the  active  pastor  to  his  stipend, 
than  the  disabled  minister  and  those  dependent  upon  him  to  the 
last  cent  apportioned  them. 

Sixth,  That  it  be  hereafter  clearly  understood  that  a  first- 
class  case  of  poverty  is  not  that  which  entitles  to  the  largest 
renumeration,  but  a  first-class  life  of  service. 

Seventh,  That  we  do  so  far  approve  of  the  New  York  East 
Plan  adopted  by  our  Conference  at  its  last  annual  session  as  to 
hope  it  may  have  a  fair  trial  among  us.  Its  "  annuity  "  feature 
will  contribute  to  certainty,  and  should  its  "necessitous"  feature 
prove  in  operation  to  be  defective  or  objectionable,  it  can  soon 
be  adapted  so  as  to  meet  all  the  special  needs  which  exist  or 
may  arise. 

In  conclusion,  Let  all  pastors  not  only  encourage  others  to 
contribute  regularly  and  liberally,  but  do  the  same  themselves. 
It  would,  perhaps,  be  wise  to  receive  each  pastor's  annual  $5.00 
contribution  in  some  separate  form  from  the  general  contribu- 
tions of  the  Church.

COMMITTEE   ON  TRACTS. 

In  making  this  report  we  wish  to  state  that  this  society 
incurs  no  financial  risks,  its  plan  is  as  follows: 

1st.  It  purchases  from  the  Methodist  Book  Concern  what- 
ever is  necessary  for  the  grants  made. 

2d.  Every  Church  taking  up  a  collection,  on  application  by 
the  pastor,  have  one  half  of  the  value  returned  in  tracts. 

3d.  This  society  is  making  special  grants  to  weak  churches 
unable  to  pay,  only  on  condition  that  the  cause  be  presented  and 
public  collection  be  taken  in  society  once  a  year. 

4th.  On  application  by  authorized  persons,  tracts  are  sent 
gratuitously  to  prisons,  poor  houses,  hospitals,  soldier's  barricks, 
etc. 

5th.  Now  an  effort  is  made  to  supply  the  emigrants  who 
are  coming  to  our  shores,  and  that  in  their  own  tongue. 

6th.  Among  our  foreign  missions  the  Tract  Society  has  been 
at  work  ever  since  the  year  1864,  so  that  we  have  abundant  and 
very  encouraging  evidence  of  good  accomplished  both  at  home 
and  in  foreign  lands. 

7th.  Allow  us  to  say  as  an  evangelizing  agency,  that  with 
the  capital  invested  it  should  be  allowed  a  very  prominent  place 
in  our  church  work,  therefore  we  would  suggest  that  the  Con- 
ference heartily  endorse  this  apparent  small  child  of  the  church 
and  remember  that  this  society  has  rendered  aid  to  the  Mission- 
ary Society  of  $7,000  each  year  in  its  books  and  periodicals  in 
the  foreign  languages. 

In  concluding  this  report  allow  us  to  say  that  the  Tract 
Society  asks  of  the  entire  Church  an  annual  contribution  of 
$50,000,  of  which  the  apportioned  share  of  this  Conference  is  $800. 
We  would  therefore  recommend  that  this  be  approved  by  the 
committee  appointed  by  the  Presiding  Elders,  pro  rata  among  the 
charges,  and  that  it  be  raised  the  coming  year.  There  were 
74  charges  who  made  no  report  for  the  tract  cause  last  year.

COMMITTEE   ON   EPWORTH  LEAGUE. 

We  notice  with  pleasure  the  growing  prosperity  of  the 
Epworth  League.  Its  rapid  increase  in  membership,  social  in- 
fluence and  spiritual  power  are  cause  for  devout  thanksgiving 
and  praise  to  God.  No  one  can  study  the  organic  structure  of 
this  young  and  vigorous  society  without  being  impressed  with 
the  wisdom  manifest  in  those  safeguards  which  are  thrown 
around  it  to  hold  it  true  to  the  spirit  and  mission  of  Methodism. 
As  one  of  the  results,  there  is  a  corresponding  loyalty  to  the  dis- 
tinctive doctrines  of  Methodism  which  is  manifested  by  our 
young  leagues  in  their  conventions  and  devotional  meetings. 

We  would  especially  express  our  appreciation  of  the  high 
ground  taken  by  our  young  people  in  defense  of  the  Christian 
Sabbath.  We  regard  their  spirit  and  utterances  on  the  question 
as  having  much  to  do  with  the  closing  of  the  World's  Columbian 
Fair  upon  the  sacred  day. 

We  urge  upon  our  pastors  renewed  diligence  in  extending 
the  circulation  of  the  Epworth  Herald.  It  now  has  the  largest 
circulation  of  any  denominational  paper  upon  the  continent. 

In  view  of  the  advantages  which  our  universities,  colleges, 
schools,  Chautauqua  circles  and  public  libraries  afford  our  young 
people  for  general  educational  work,  we  urge  upon  our  leagues 
to  hold  true  to  the  course  of  reading  provided  by  the  Board  of 
Control,  as  it  specially  seeks  their  spiritual  culture  and  their 
education  in  the  history  and  genius  of  Methodism. 

The  various  missionary  enterprises  of  the  Church  afford 
inviting  fields  for  our  youth.  With  marked  approval  we  note 
their  disposition  to  enter  them.  Several  of  our  chapters  are 
already  engaged  in  such  labor  Some  are  even  supporting 
native  pastors  in  foreign  lands.  Is  not  this  more  in  keeping 
with  the  spirit  and  aims  of  the  organization  than  suffering  them- 
selves to  be  made  financial  annexes  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  or 
the  Board  of  Stewards? 

Your  committee  suggests  that,  where  two  or  more  chapters 
exist  on  the  same  charge,  that  some  provision  be  made  for  a 
general  rally  in  connection  with  the  quarterly  meeting  occasions. 
We  suggest  also,  that  provision  be  made  for  reporting  in  the 
Conference  minutes  such  statistics  of  the  league  as  would  prove 
helpful  and  interesting;  and  that  a  place  be  provided  in  the 
Treasurer's  envelope  for  reporting  their  missionary  offerings. 

We  call  attention  of  the  pastors  to  the  appeal  of  the  State 
Secretary,  published  in  the  Michigan  Christian  Advocate,  asking 
their  aid  in  securing  such  statistical  information  as  is  necessary 
in  carrying  forward  their  work. 
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There  are  now  296  recorded  chapters  within  our  Conference, 
and  266  in  the  Detroit  Conference:  a  total  of  562  in  the  state. 
Their  average  membership  is  over  60.  This  is  above  the  average 
throughout  the  Church,  and  shows  that  in  this,  as  in  other 
worthy  movements.  Michigan  Methodism  is  at  the  front.

COMMITTEE  ON  EDUCATION. 

Our  fathers  believed  in  education,  so  do  we.  They  laid 
broad  and  deep  the  foundations  of  an  educational  system,  and 
upon  it  we  are  building. 

The  demands  are  upon  us  for  an  educated  ministry.  We 
want  men  of  sanctified  hearts  and  intense  zeal.  Such  men  were 
Wesley  and  his  Oxford  Club.  They  were  also  men  of  college 
training.  And  such  men  we  need  to-day — in  this  land  and  in 
foreign  lands. 

Goodness,  and  zeal,  and  consecration,  and  religious  experi- 
ence deep  and  precious  are  indispensible  to  a  successful  ministry, 
but  they  are  not  enough,  either  for  a  foreign  missionary  or  a 
home  worker.  We  want  men  there  who  can  measure  lances  with 
the  subtle  philosophies  of  the  orient,  who  can  master  difficult 
oriental  languages  and  become  conversant  with  oriental  litera- 
ture, and  can  understand  the  spirit  of  those  people,  and  be  able 
to  give  to  them  the  reason  of  the  faith  they  bring — as  Paul  did 
at  Athens. 

We  want  such  men  here  also. 

These  are  troublous  times,  and  human  souls  are  out  on  the 
sea  of  religious  uncertainty,  and  disturbed  by  doubts,  and  they 
want  to  hear  from  their  religious  teachers  wherein  and  wherefore 
the  foundation  of  our  faith  standeth  sure. 

Hence  with  malice  towards  none  and  charity  for  all,  we 
express  it  as  our  conviction  that  the  time  has  passed  when  a  man 
should  go  from  the  plow  to  the  pulpit  direct.  He  should  go  by 
way  of  the  college,  and  stop  there  for  a  course  of  training.  If 
he  have  not  the  perseverance  to  continue  to  the  end  (of  the  college 
course),  let  him,  with  rare  exceptions,  be  turned  back  to  other 
callings. 

It  is  true  that  God  can  do  without  our  wisdom,  and  truer 
still  it  is  that  He  can  do  without  our  ignorance. 

If  knowledge  do  not  puff  us  up.  we  shall  be  mightier  in  the 
hands  of  God  if  we  have  the  training  of  the  schools. 
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Our  Church  needs  prepared  men,  and  the  means  for  the 
necessary  preparation  are  so  abundant  and  within  such  easy 
reach,  that  we  may  now  insist  that  the  candidates  for  our 
ministry  shall  seek  and  obtain  this  preparation.  Four  years  of 
college  or  the  university  should  be  the  minimum  that  we  urge 
for  the  young  men  who  knock  at  our  doors  to-day. 

We  have  no  field,  whether  city  or  country,  home  or  foreign, 
where  men  of  equal  consecration  and  piety  cannot  do  more  for 
God  and  men,  if  they  be  of  thorough  mental  training. 

We  can  open,  and  we  do  open  doors  to  our  young  people  to 
rooms  of  learning,  warm  with  religious  life,  and  astir  to  religious 
activity,  and  pervaded  by  a  wholesome  Methodist  spirit. 

We  are  proud  of  our  own  college  and  the  record  it  has  made. 
We  rejoice  with  its  President  and  Trustees  that  the  past  year 
has  been  the  best  in  its  history.  We  rejoice  with  them  and  we 
congratulate  them  upon  the  endowment  funds  received;  on  the 
new  buildings  now  rising  on  the  campus;  on  the  largest  student 
roll  in  the  life  of  the  college.  We  are  glad,  for  we  want  Albion 
to  prosper.  We  want  Albion  to  lead  in  Michigan  educational 
work;  to  take  our  boys  and  girls,  fresh  from  our  homes  and 
family  altars,  and  train  them  intellectually,  and  care  for  them 
spiritually.  We  want  them  returned  to  us  increased  in  wisdom, 
and  established  in  righteousness.  We  want  them  to  come  back 
home  with  minds  filled  with  learning,  and  hearts  filled  with  love 
to  Christ  and  zeal  for  and  loyalty  to  Methodism.  We  would  not 
have  their  faith  in  our  doctrines  and  polity  weakened,  but 
strengthened  and  firmly  established  by  their  college  training. 

We  rejoice  also  in  the  prosperity  of  the  Northwestern 
University,  and  Garrett  Biblical  Institute,  and  the  Schools  of 
Theology  at  De  Pauw  and  Boston,  where  so  many  of  our  choice 
young  men  have  been  trained,  and  are  in  training,  and  we  pledge 
these  colleges  under  our  patronage  our  sympathy  and  cordial 
support. 

We  have  heard  with  pleasure  the  address  of  J.  F.  Goucher, 
President  of  the  Woman's  College  at  Baltimore,  (a  college  for 
the  education  of  young  women,  offering  to  them,  at  reasonable 
rates,  educational  advantages  of  the  highest  order,  under  moral 
and  religious  influences  of  the  Methodist  Church,)  and  we 
cordially  recommend  the  institution  to  parents  who  are  seeking 
such  a  college  for  the  education  of  their  daughters. 

College  Day  is  doing  much  for  Albion  College  in  stirring  up 
our  young  people  and  calling  their  attention  to  higher  education, 
and  we  will  encourage  the  observance  of  the  day  in  our  Churches. 

We  will  observe  "Children's  Day "  in  our  Churches  and 
urge  collections  for  the  Board  of  Education.

The  Sunday  School  work  of  our  Church  has  experienced  a 
healthful  growth  the  past  year,  the  average  increase  being  14 
schools  per  week.  Many  of  these  could  have  no  existence  but 
for  the  aid  of  the  Sunday  School  Union.  In  this  connection 
mention  should  be  made  of  the  generosity  of  Mr.  Frederick  H. 
Rindge,  of  California,  through  whom  special  grants  have  been 
made  when  needed  for  new  Sunday  Schools. 

During  the  past  year  3,000  schools  of  our  Church  have 
received  help. 

The  work  of  the  Sunday  School  Union  is  world-wide,  its 
influence  being  felt  wherever  the  missionary  of  the  Church  has 
gone. 

Inasmuch  as  the  religious  education  of  the  young  is  of  vast 
importance  to  the  Church,  we  need  to  exercise  special  care  in  tha 
selection  of  teachers,  choosing  only  those  who  are  earnest  in 
their  spiritual  experience,  intelligent  in  mind,  apt  to  teach.,  and 
godly  in  their  lives. 

Special  attention  should  be  given  to  the  literature  used  in 
our  schools,  and  we  cannot  be  too  emphatic  in  showing  the  fit- 
ness, as  well  as  advantages,  of  buying  all  lesson  helps,  periodicals 
and  library  books  of  the  Methodist  Book  Concern.  A  portion 
of  the  Church  catechism  is  printed  with  each  lesson  in  the 
Lesson  Quarterly,  and  it  would  be  of  great  value  to  our  youth 
were  it  studied  and  learned  in  our  schools. 

The  Sunday  School  Union  asks  from  the  entire  Church  the 
sum  of  $50,000.00  as  the  smallest  amount  with  which  its  work 
can  be  accomplished.  The  amount  asked  of  this  Conference  is 
$800.00;  our  contribution  last  year  was  $461.00,  as  a  little  more 
than  one-half  the  apportionment,  and  $41.00  less  than  the 
amount  paid  the  year  previous,   69  charges  not  reporting  any 
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collection.  We  recommend  that  the  $800.00  be  apportioned  to 
the  charges  this  year  and  that  it  be  paid.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  TEMPERANCE. 

It  is  unnecessary  to  enlarge  or  elaborate  the  lofty  utterance 
of  the  Michigan  Conference  in  opposition  to  the  worst  evil  of  the 
age. 

We  therefore  submit  the  following  resolutions: 
Resolved,  That  we  will  stand  by  our  former  pledges,  to  seek 
by  all  lawful  means  the  overthrow  of  that  legalized  villiany 
known  as  the  liquor  traffic  of  the  countrv. 

Resolved,  That  State  and  Federal  Legislation  be  hereby  in- 
voked to  make  criminal,  with  severe  penalties,  all  traffic  in 
intoxicating  beverages,  and  thus  close  effectually  the  American 
saloon. 

Resolved,  That  measures  of  license  and  taxation  by  govern- 
ment utterly  fail  to  lessen  the  evil  of  intemperance,  but  tend  to 
corrupt  the  public  morals  by  giving  character  to  a  business 
which  is  a  menace  to  the  existence  of  society. 

Resolved,  That  we  extend  sympathy  and  fellowship  to  all 
organizations  devoted  to  the  advancement  and  triumph  of  these 
principles. 

Resolved,  That  this  Conference  favors  the  submission  of  a 
constitutional  amendment  for  the  prohibition  of  the  liquor 
traffic  in  this  state.

The  Rev.  James  Roberts  was  born  April  7,  1838,  at  Sharon, 
Mich.,  and  died  at  Albion,  Mich.,  Dec.  6,  1892. 

His  funeral  service  was  conducted  by  the  writer  of  this 
memior,  assisted  by  Revs.  I.  R.  A.  Wightman,  A.  A.  Knappen, 
H.  D.  Jordon,  L.  M.  Garlick  and  R.  W.  Van  Schoick. 

His  parents  were  Methodists — his  father  a  class-leader  for 
thirty  years. 

The  strong  religious  disposition  which  was  his  by  inheri- 
tance, was  nurtured  and  encouraged  in  careful  religious  training 
by  his  parents. 

They  believed  that  the  promise  was  to  them  and  to  their 
children,  and  early  took  their  son  to  the  house  of  God. 

He  could  not  remember  when  he  did  not  love  the  Lord  or 
when  he  did  not  pray. 

At  thirteen  he  was  converted,  if  such  a  remark  can  be  made 
of  one  who  has  always  loved  the  Lord  and  served  him  in  sincerity 
and  truth.  At  least  it  was  a  fact  that  he  entered  into  a  sweet 
and  satisfactory  experience  of  his  acceptance  of  God,  and  at  this 
time  he  joined  the  M.  E.  Church.  At  twenty  he  was  licensed  to 
exhort,  and  soon  after,  to  preach. 

His  education  was  good.  First  in  the  common  schools, 
then  two  years  at  Albion  College,  and  one  year  at  Evanston. 

In  1863  he  sought  admission  to  the  Michigan  Conference, 
and  was  received.  From  that  date  the  record  has  been  as  fol- 
lows:— Grand  Ledge,  one  year;  Dewitt,  two  years;  Evanston  (at 
school),  one  year;  Big  Rapids,  one  year;  Spring  Lake,  three 
years;  Traverse  City,  two  years;  Vergenues,  three  years;  Wood- 
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land,  three  years;  Palo,  two  years;  Spring  Lake,  one  year; 
Saranac,  two  years;  superannuated,  one  year;  Freemont,  three 
years. 

This  brings  the  record  to  1888,  when  he  was  again  compelled 
to  take  a  superannuate  relation.  From  that  time  he  made  his 
home  in  Albion  until  his  decease. 

In  1868,  Sept.  21st,  Bro.  Roberts  was  married  to  Miss 
Cleantha  Warren,  herself  a  Methodist  preacher's  daughter,  and 
well  fitted  in  mind  and  heart  to  be  a  Methodist  preacher's  wife. 

Bro.  Roberts  was  a  good  man.  He  was  modest  and  retiring. 
He  was  quiet  and  gentle.  He  never  complained.  He  received 
his  appointment  and  did  his  work  with  cheerful  fidelity.  He 
preached  well — not  dogmatically,  but  persuasively  to  men,  and 
souls  were  the  seal  of  his  ministry. 

His  religious  nature  was  marked  by  a  quiet,  but  deep 
spirituality.  He,  himself,  tells  the  story  of  his  entrance  there 
and  his  heavenly  enduement. 

"  In  my  18th  year,"  he  says,  "I  became  convicted  of  the 
necessity  of  a  pure  heart,  and  at  the  family  altar,  with  my  father 
and  mother  to  instruct  me  and  pray  for  me,  I  was  able,  by  God's 
grace,  to  make  a  complete  consecration  and  trust  for  a  complete 
cleansing  through  the  blood  of  the  atoning  Savior,  and  a  perfect 
filling  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  at  about  eleven  o'clock  in  the  evening. 
I  have  always  tried  to  keep  the  precious  treasure  all  these  years, 
and  have  found  great  pleasure  in  preaching  it  to  others." 

James  Roberts  walked  with  God,  and  was  not,  for  God  took 
him.  He  died  in  the  Lord.  He  rests  from  his  labors.  His 
works  follow  him.

Rev.  I.  R.  A.  Wightman. 

Rev.  I.  R.  A.  Wightman  was  born  in  Trenton,  N.  Y.,  March 
30,  1836,  and  died  at  his  home  in  Albion,  Michigan,  Dec.  30, 
1892. 

He  was  converted  and  joined  the  M.  E.  Church  at  Frank- 
fort, N.  Y.,  in  Sept.  1854. 

He  removed  to  Michigan  in  April,  1855.  He  received  an 
exhorter's  license  the  following  year.  He  was  licensed  a  local 
preacher  at  Holly,  June  15,  1856.  He  was  ordained  deacon  at 
Battle  Creek  by  Bishop  E.  R.  Ames,  Oct.  6,  1861. 

He  joined  the  Michigan  Conference  in  1863,  and  was  ordain- 
ed an  elder  at  Hillsdale,  Sept.  9,  1866,  by  Bishop  Mathew 
Simpson. 

His  appointments  were: — White  River,  1863-4;  Manistee, 
1865-6;  Wayland,  1867;  Plainwell,  1868-9;  Hubbardston,  1870;

He  was  appointed  to  Albion  District  in  1887,  and  continued 
in  charge  until  the  time  of  his  death. 

His  marriage  to  Miss  Harriet  A.  Barnard  occurred  Nov.  30, 
1862,  who  with  three  sons  and  one  daughter  survive  him. 

The  Wightmans  are  of  Scotch  ancestry,  and  were  among 
the  early  settlers  of  New  England.  The  family  have  been 
remarkable  for  their  adherence  to  the  faith  of  the  gospel  and 
zeal  in  christian  work.  Edward  Wightman,  of  the  ancestral 
line,  a  minister  of  the  Baptist  Church,  heroically  gave  up  his 
life  for  the  gospel's  sake,  having  been  burned  at  the  stake  in 
Litchfield,  England,  April  nth,  1612,  the  only  christian  martyr 
burned  during  the  reign  of  James  1st. 

Valentine,  grandson  of  Edward  Wightman,  founded  at 
Graton  in  1705,  the  first  Baptist  Church  in  Connecticut.  He 
assisted  in  organizing  in  1714  the  first  Baptist  Church  in  the 
State  and  City  of  New  York.  He  was  pastor  of  the  Graton 
Church  for  forty-two  years,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  son 
Timothy,  whose  term  of  services  lasted  forty-two  years.  His 
son  John  G.,  great-grandfather  of  the  subject  of  our  sketch, 
occupied  the  pulpit  of  the  Graton  Baptist  Church  for  forty-one 
years. 

Few  families  include  in  their  history  so  many  cultured, 
efficient,  clergymen  as  the  Wightmans.'  Benjamin  A.  Wight- 
man,  father  of  Ira  R.  A.,  was  one  of  five  brothers,  four  of  whom 
were  ministers. 

Brother  Wightman's  educational  advantages  were  compara- 
tively limited.  Early  in  life  he  formed  habits  of  systematic, 
careful  study,  and  by  diligent  application  became  an  excellent 
scholar. 

He  thoroughly  believed  the  doctrines  of  Christianity,  and  to 
successfully  defend  them  gave  a  deep  marked  glow  of  ardor  and 
intenseness  to  his  sermons. 

He  gave  careful  attention  to  the  material  interest  of  Churches, 
especially  the  tenure  of  Church  property  and  the  matter  of  insur- 
ance. He  gave  the  great  benevolent  interests  of  the  Church 
marked  prominence  in  his  official  visits. 

He  designed  that  the  last  year  of  his  administration  should 
be  the  very  best  of  his  term  of  service,  and  with  characteristic 
enthusiasm  he  began  his  work,  but  after  a  few  weeks  of  toil, 
often  amid  much  suffering,  he  was  suddenly  and  unexpectedly 
called  from  the  Church  militant,  to  join  the  Church  triumphant. 

Thus  lived  and  died,  a  devoted  husband  and  father,  a  genial 
cultured  christian  gentleman  and  minister,  and  a  much  esteemed 
citizen. 
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He  was  buried  by  his  ministerial  brethren  from  the  Albion 
M.  E.  Church,  and  his  remains  rest  in  the  beautiful  Riverside 
Cemetery  of  that  city  to  await  the  resurrection  morning.

Rev.  J.  W.  Reid. 

Rev.  J.  W.  Reid  was  born  in  Machias,  Maine,  April  7th, 
1837. 

He  died  in  the  Second  Street  Parsonage,  Grand  Rapids, 
Jan.  27th,  1893. 

He  was  converted  in  1868,  joined  the  Conference  that  fall 
and  was  appointed  to  Traverse  City. 

When  Bro.  Reid  joined  the  Conference  the  treasurerships  of 
the  various  benevolent  funds  were  in  great  confusion,  each  fund 
having  a  different  custodian.  Afterward  a*  box  with  drawers 
labelled  for  the  different  benevolences  was  provided  and  still 
there  was  confusion.  Bro.  Reid  was  the  inventor  of  the  modern 
treasurer's  envelope,  and  suggested  the  plan  of  having  a  single 
treasurer  for  all  the  funds.  He  who  conceived  these  plans  was 
thought  best  fitted  to  put  them  into  operation;  so  it  came  to  pass 
that  for  years  Rev.  J.  W.  Reid  was  treasurer  of  the  Michigan 
Conference.  This  plan  was  adopted  and  has  continued  through- 
out the  entire  connection. 

From  his  first  appointment  to  his  last  some  notable  improve- 
ment was  made  on  his  charges. 

His  Long  Roll-Call  plan  for  cancelling  Church  debts  has 
become  historic,  and  like  the  treasury  system,  has  been  adopted 
by  the  Church  at  large.  He  was  called  far  and  near  to  dedicate 
Churches  and  liquidate  Church  debts.  It  was  doubtless  his 
success  along  these  lines  that  led  to  his  election  as  a  trustee  of 
the  National  University  as  Washington,  D.  C. 

His  labors  in  behalf  of  the  Michigan  Conference  Claimants 
Fund  will  never  be  forgotton  by  the  ministers  of  the  present 
generation.  When  he  took  hold  of  this  work  we  were  paying 
annually  about  $1,300  to  this  cause.  At  the  last  session  of  our 
Conference  we  disbursed  nearly  $13,000. 

He  was  among  the  chief  promoters  of  the  camp  meeting  and 
Chautauqua  interests  of  our  Church  in  this  state,  beginning  at 
Eaton  Rapids  and  closing  at  Hackley  Park.  The  Hackley  Park 
enterprise  engaged  his  attention  to  the  very  close  of  his  life. 
Bro.  Reid  was  a  man  whose  friendships  were  warm  and  abiding. 
He  was  true  as  steel  to  his  brethren,  and  to  the  cause  of  right- 
eousness, and  his  fidelity  was  especially  proven  in  times  of 
struggle. 
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His  boundless  mirth,  overflowing  life,  and  active  brain 
rested  and  refreshed  all  with  whom  he  came  in  contact.  His 
character  was  unique,  and  the  men  of  this  generation  will  not 
see  his  like  again.  To  the  core  he  was  loyal  to  Christ.  He 
brought  so  much  of  his  legal  shrewdness,  keen  analysis,  and 
prompt  detection  of  character  from  his  former  life  into  his 
ministerial  work,  that  only  those  who  knew  him  best  understood 
what  a  true  and  loving  heart  beat  beneath  that  brusqueness  of 
demeanor  and  sharp  management  of  affairs. 

His  audacity  was  wonderful  and  his  courage  sublime  when 
challenged  to  exercise  in  behalf  of  Christ  and  the  Church. 

His  sickness  was  of  short  duration.  The  strong  man 
became  weak  in  a  day.  He  had  worked  up  to  the  full  limit  of 
his  power  for  many  years,  so  that  when  disease  seized  him  he 
had  no  reserve  force,  and  so,  to  the  surprise  of  every  one  he 
succumbed  almost  without  a  struggle.  His  manliness  was  man- 
ifest even  in  delirum,  when  he  charged  his  loved  ones  not  to 
receive  money  from  the  Preacher's  Saving's  Fund  Society  because 
he  had  been  a  member  for  so  short  a  time. 

The  funeral  was  largely  attended,  indicating  the  high  esteem 
in  which  he  was  held  by  his  brethren  in  the  ministery,  the  people 
of  the  Church,  the  Order  of  Good  Templars,  and  citizens 
generally. 

In  the  presence  of  mourning  friends,  sorrowing  brethren 
and  weeping  parishioners,  with  choice  floral  offerings,  sweet 
music,  and  loving  words,  we  laid  away  all  that  was  mortal  of 
our  brother  to  await  the  call  of  the  Arch  Angel's  trump  to  a 
part  in  the  "first  resurrection."

Rev.  Augustus  H.  Gillet. 

Rev.  Augustus  H.  Gillet  was  born  in  Dexter,  Michigan, 
Oct.  8th,  1848,  and  died  in  De  Funiac  Springs,  Florida,  Jan. 
1st,  1893. 

He  was  converted  in  the  winter  of  1866,  and  two  years  later 
was  licensed  to  preach.  While  a  local  preacher  he  supplied  one 
or  two  charges  and  was  received  by  the  Michigan  Conference 
on  probation  at  the  session  of  1871,  in  St.  Joseph. 

He  was  stationed  in  Tekonsha,  one  year;  Burlington,  one 
year;  Manistee,  three  years;  Hillsdale,  two  years;  Sturgis,  two 
years;  at  the  Conference  of  1880  he  was  appointed  by  Bishop 
Bowman,  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Michigan  Conference 
Sunday  School  Union,  with  his  residence  in  Grand  Rapids. 
The  year  following  he  was  selected  by  Dr.  J.  H.  Vincent,  (now 
Bishop)  as  Agent  for  the  General  Sunday  School  Union,  and 
his  residence  was  removed  to  Kalamazoo. 
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One  year  iater  he  removed  to  the  vicinity  of  Cincinnati,  and 
continued  his  work,  which  involved  thousand  of  miles  of  travel, 
hundreds  of  sermons  and  addresses,  and  a  large  correspondence. 

More  than  a  year  before  his  death  he  began  to  be  troubled 
with  hemorrhages  from  the  lungs,  these  becoming  more  and 
more  severe  until  the  end.  His  widow  testifies  thus  of  him: 
"During  his  long  illness  he  exemplified  full,  perfect  trust  in  and 
submission  to  the  Divine  will.  His  faith  never  wavered,  but 
grew  brighter  with  each  hour  of  weariness  and  suffering.  While 
no  one  ever  heard  a  single  word  of  impatience  or  complaint, 
yet  twice  he  gave  away,  once  when  he  knew  that  he  could  never 
get  well;  then  he  said,  "this  means  to  superannuate,"  and  the 
great  tears  rolled  down  his  cheeks,  and  again  when  he  planned 
and  thought  of  the  future  for  me,  but  he  was  so  sweet,  so  cheer- 
ful and  happy  in  his  trust,  that  it  was  a  benediction  to  be  in  his 
room. " 

He  was  especially  interested  in  our  Church  building  in  De 
Funiac  Springs;  after  he  knew  that  his  days  were  nearly  spent, 
he  secured  from  his  friends  over  $1,500  for  the  enterprize. 

It  was  pathetic  to  mark,  during  the  closing  days,  how  he 
longed  as  a  special  privelege,  once  more  to  stand  before  the 
people,  and  preach  a  single  sermon;  again  and  again  he  said, 
"if  I  only  might  preach  once,  just  once  more."  This  was  denied 
him.  On  New  Year's  morning  the  messenger  came,  and  with  a 
radient  face  he  looked  for  the  last  time  on  the  loved  ones  around 
him,  and  said,  "there  is  not  a  cloud,  not  even  a  single  shadow," 
and  thus  peacefully  he  fell  to  sleep.  The  burial  was  in  Cincin- 
nati, where  the  final  services  were  held. 

Brother  Gillett  was  the  son  of  an  honored  member  of  this 
Conference,  and  like  his  father,  passed  away  at  a  comparatively 
early  age.  He  was  graduated  from  Albion  college  in  1871,  and 
later  was  given  the  degree  of  A.  M.  by  the  same  institution. 
Lawrence  University  conferred  the  honorary  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Divinity  upon  him  in  1880. 

He  was  a  fine  preacher,  he  had  the  teaching  gift  to  a  remark- 
able degree,  he  was  a  pleasing  lecturer,  and  especially  skilled  in 
the  management  of  Chautauqua  work.  He  attached  his  friends 
to  himself  as  with  hooks  of  steel,  and  those  who  knew  him  best 
loved  him  most. 

We  wonder  why  it  is  that  our  friends  fall  just  when  they 
are  strong  to  labor  best;  when  it  seems  the  Church  needs  them 
most;  when  their  feet  are  in  the  furrow,  and  their  hands  are  on 
the  plow.  We  may  not  solve  the  matter,  but  blessed  be  God, 
we  have  a  christian's  hope.  They  have  gone  before,  and  they 
are  crowned. 
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Let  us  be  patient,  these  severe  afflictions 

Not  from  the  ground  arise; 
But  oftentimes  celestial  benedictions 

Assume  this  dark  disguise. 
We  see  but  dimly  through  the  mists  and  vapors; 

Amid  these  earthly  damps 
What  seem  to  us  but  sad  funeral  tapers 

May  be  Heaven's  distant  lamps."

Rev.  Stephen  Crawford  Woodard.  " 

Rev.  Stephen  Crawford  Woodard  was  born  at  Cohocton, 
Steuben  County,  State  of  New7  York,  June  17,  1819,  and  fell 
asleep  in  Jesus  at  his  late  home  in  Ovid,  Michigan,  July  30,  1893. 

At  the  age  of  seventeen  years  he  came  to  Michigan  with  his 
fatner's  family,  where  he  remained  most  of  the  time  until  his 
death. 

He  was  carefully  reared  by  godly  parents,  who  taught  him 
the  great  fundamental  doctrines  of  the  bible,  and  as  a  result,  he 
was  early  and  intelligently  convicted  of  sin,  and  his  personal 
responsibility  to  God.  For  a  number  of  years  he  struggled 
between  the  dictates  of  his  conscience  and  the  voice  of  pleasure 
and  convenience,  until  the  fall  of  1838,  when  he  yielded  himself 
unto  God,  and  was  converted,  and  soon  after  united  with  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

In  the  fall  of  1841  he  united  with  the  Michigan  Conference 
on  trial,  and  was  appointed  to  Milford  Circuit.  His  subsequent 
appointments  were  as  follows: — Mapleton,  1842-3;  Lapeer,  1844; 
Grandville,  1845;  Oxford,  1846-7;  Lyons,  1848-9;  Oakville,  1850; 
Trenton,  1851;  Medina,  1852-3;  superannuated  with  throat  diffi- 
culty; 1854;  Litchfield,  1855-6;  Quincey,  1857-8;  superannuated 
again  with  throat  trouble,  1859-60;  he  preached  at  Jonesville 
part  of  the  time;  Sturgis,  1861;  Constantine,  1862;  Paw  Paw, 
1863-4;  Dowagiac,  1865;  Galesburg,  1866;  Union  City,  1867-8; 
Moscow,  1869;  Marengo,  1870-1;  Bellevue,  1872-3;  Keeler,  1874; 
Hartford,  1875-6;  Lawton,  1877-8;  Mattawan,  1879;  Vergennes, 
1880-1;  Grandville,  1882-3;  Orleans,  1884.  This  was  his  28th 
and  last  pastorate. 

He  superannuated  in  the  fall  of  1885,  and  bought  and  moved 
onto  a  little  farm  near  the  Village  of  Ovid,  Clinton  County, 
Mich.,  where  he  remained  with  his  family  until  Sunday,  July  30, 
1893. 

He  was  pre-eminently  a  good  man,  full  of  the  Holy  Ghost 
and  of  faith,  and  through  him  much  people  were  added  unto  the 
Lord.  His  life  was  pure  and  his  ministry  was  a  success. 
Although  he  was  compassed  with  infirmities  and  was  nearly  help- 
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less  during  the  latter  part  of  his  life,  he  was  patient,  hopeful  and 
triumphant.    His  end  was  peaceful. 

In  1848  he  was  married  to  Miss  Caroline  A.  Law,  sister  of 
the  sainted  Hiram  Law,  formerly  of  the  Michigan  Conference. 
Six  children  were  born  to  them,  of  whom  three  survive  him. 

The  funeral  services  were  conducted  by  his  pastor,  Rev.  A. 
T.  Ferguson,  assisted  by  Revs.  A.  K.  Stewart,  C.  S.  Thomas,  F. 
A.  Sprague  and  L.  M.  Edmonds,  of  the  Michigan  Conference, 
at  the  Ovid  M.  E.  Church,  Tuesday  2  p.  m.,  August  1st,  1893.

Rev.  Warren  P.  Clark. 

Rev.  Warren  P.  Clark,  a  member  of  the  Michigan  Con- 
ference on  probation,  died  of  pleuro-pneumonia  at  the  home 
of  his  parents  on  Nottawa  Prairie,  near  Mendon,  St.  Joseph 
County,  Michigan,  April  10,  1893. 

He  was  born  at  the  same  place  January  28,  1871.  All  his 
early  life  was  spent  in  that  community.  He  attended  the  High 
school  at  Mendon,  and  graduated  therefrom  at  the  early  age  of 
sixteen.  Afterward  he  spent  one  year  at  Albion  college,  he  then 
taught  school  for  a  few  terms,  and  after  that  began  the  study  of 
telegraphy. 

He  united  with  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  at  Nottawa 
Prairie,  the  Church  of  his  father  and  mother,  in  the  sixteenth 
year  of  his  age,  but  it  was  during  a  revival  meeting  at  Mendon 
under  the  pastorate  of  Rev.  W.  P.  French,  assisted  by  Rev.  A. 
H.  Ranton,  evangelist,  that  he  was  aroused  to  the  importance 
of  a  more  perfect  consecration  of  heart  and  life  to  God,  and 
came  under  the  conviction  of  a  Divine  Call  to  the  work  of  the 
gospel  ministry,  and  though  it  cost  him  a  struggle  to  surrender 
the  ambitions  of  life,  by  the  grace  of  God  he  was  able  to  make 
the  consecration,  and  henceforth  all  his  plans  converged  toward 
the  great  work  of  his  life. 

At  the  session  of  the  Michigan  Conference  held  at  Grand 
Rapids  in  September,  1891,  he  was  admitted  and  stationed  at 
Comstock.  He  served  this  charge  one  year  with  acceptability  to 
the  people.  During  this  year  he  resolved  to  complete  his  college 
course  at  Albion,  and  so  at  last  Conference  he  was  left  without 
appointment  to  attend  school. 

About  a  year  and  a  half  ago  he  had  an  attack  of  la  grippe 
from  which  he  never  fully  recovered,  but  in  spite  of  enfeebled 
health  began  work  at  the  college,  which,  however,  in  the  course 
of  a  few  weeks,  he  was  obliged  to  surrender. 

He  spent  the  winter  with  his  parents  at  the  old  home,  and 
although  a  great  sufferer  at  times,  was  patient  and  hopeful. 
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His  high  aims  and  hopes  gave  to  life  a  wonderful  signifi- 
cance, yet,  notwithstanding  all,  when  at  last  he  found  himself 
confronted  by  the  fact  of  death,  he  was  able,  by  the  grace  of 
God  to  accept  the  inevitable  with  good  cheer,  saying  "It  is  all 
right." 

That  one  so  young  and  so  full  of  promise  should  die  so  early 
is  among  the  mysteries  of  that  providence  "which  goes  right  on 
in  silence  and  gives  no  explanation  of  itself,  no  answer  to  our 
impatient  questionings." 

His  consecration  to  the  ministry  was  complete,  but  he  is 
not  "for  God  took  him."  Why?  The  only  answer  is,  "what  I 
do  thou  knowest  not  now,  but  thou  shalt  know  hereafter." 

The  funeral  services  were  held  at  the  home  on  Wednesday 
afternoon,  April  12,  conducted  by  Rev.  W.  P.  French,  his  former 
pastor,  assisted  by  Revs.  J.  H.  Tanner,  W.  J.  Hathaway  and 
the  writer.  The  attendance  was  remarkably  large,  the  floral 
contributions  exceedingly  beautiful,  the  music  appropriate  and 
tender.  Then  with  solemn  procession  his  remains  were  borne 
out  from  the  home,  away  to  a  rural  cemetery,  where,  with  proper 
rites,  they  were  committed  to  the  burial.

Rev.  Irvin  E.  Robinson. 

Born  December  18th,  1865,  born  again  when  fourteen,  fully 
sanctified  in  1886,  glorified  December  27th,  1892. 

Such  were  the  great  events  in  the  life  of  Rev.  Irvin  E. 
Robinson. 

Sodus,  New  York,  was  the  place  of  his  birth;  Fairbury, 
Nebraska,  the  spot  from  which  he  stepped  into  Paradise. 

He  was  early  called  to  the  ministry,  and  sought  mental  pre- 
paration by  two  years  of  study  at  the  Agricultural  College,  Lan- 
sing, and  finished  the  junior  year  at  Albion. 

Then  God's  providence  placed  him  in  the  pastorate. 

He  was  licensed  to  preach  while  at  Albion,  and  while  there 
served  the  Eden  charge  one  year  as  a  supply. 

In  the  fall  of  1891  he  joined  the  Michigan  Conference  and 
was  stationed  at  Muir.  Here  he  remained  until  consumption 
compelled  him  to  relinquish  the  work.  He  reluctantly  did  so, 
and  hoping  for  returning  health,  he  went  to  Colorado.  His 
disease,  long  and  strongly  entrenched,  defied  the  change  and 
persisted  in  its  fatal  work. 

December  25th  he  telegraphed  his  father  to  meet  him  and 
started  back  to  Michigan. 
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His  earthly  father  received  not  the  message  until  too  late, 
but  his  heavenly  father  heard  it,  met  him  and  said,  "Son,  it  is 
enough;  come  up  higher." 

He  died  aboard  the  cars,  a  physician  reaching  him  only  after 
he  had  breathed  his  last.  He  was  far  from  home,  kindred  and 
other  tender  ties;  yet  not  alone. 

In  personal  appearance  Bro.  Robinson  was  neat  and  unpre- 
tentious. Under  this  exterior  was  a  spirit  of  rare  worth.  He 
was  a  thorough  student.  Though  abundant  in  spiritual  work  he 
did  not  make  that  an  excuse  for  neglecting  his  studies. 

He  was  an  earnest  personal  worker.  While  in  college  he 
had  the  oversight  of  three  Sunday  Schools  and  did  constant  mis- 
sion work. 

He  was  true  to  his  convictions.  He  would  join  in  no  wrong- 
ful college  trick  though  he  stood  alone.  Unseemly  college  songs 
engaged  in  by  many  professedly  christian  students,  never  polluted 
his  pure  lips.  Mrs.  Dr.  Floyd,  his  former  class  leader,  says: — 
"He  would  stand  by  the  right  at  any  cost." 

He  was  intensely  spiritual.  Having  experienced  entire 
sanctification,  he  lived  it,  and,  as  our  fathers,  taught,  preached 
and  confessed  it  on  every  fitting  occasion. 

"  God,"  says  one  who  knew  him  well,  "was  his  constant 
companion,  and  his  bible  was  well  marked." 

He  was  ready.  When  told  that  the  change  was  near,  he 
said,  "  I  am  ready  to  go." 

Farewell,  precious  brother.  Life's  battle  with  thee  was 
short,  but  through  Christ,  is  won  forever.

This  devoted  woman  passed  to  her  heavenly  rest  from  her 
home  at  Whitehall,  Mich.,  July  13,  1893. 

She  was  born  at  Gondhurst,  England,  April  23,  1829.  Her 
earlv  life  was  spent  in  her  native  land,  where  she  was  married 
to  the  late  Rev.  Charles  Chick,  Sept.  5th,  1854. 

Soon  after  their  marriage  they  came  to  this  county  and 
after  a  short  sojourn  in  Schenectady,  N.  Y.,  came  to  Michigan 
and  found  their  life  work  in  the  itinerant  ministery  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

For  many  years  Sister  Chick  cheerfully  submitted  to  the 
labors  and  privations  incident  to  her  lot  as  the  wife  of  a  pioneer 
pastor  in  a  new  country.

Memoirs. 

Staples — Elizabeth  Ann  Horton. 

Staples — Elizabeth  Ann  Horton,  daughter  of  James  and 
Margaret  Horton,  was  born  in  Carmel,  N.  Y.,  January  12,  1812, 
and  died  in  Albion,  Mich.,  February  9,  1893. 

She  was  converted  when  twelve  years  of  age,  and  united 
with  the  famous  Brick  Presbyterian  Church  of  Rochester,  N.  Y. 

In  1830,  under  the  labors  of  Rev.  Chas.  G.  Finney,  she  fully 
consecrated  herself  to  the  Lord. 

March  19,  1840,  she  married  Rev.  Allen  Staples,  of  the 
Michigan  Conference.  Uniting  with  the  Methodist  Church  she 
at  once  entered  into  the  work  with  her  husband,  and  proved  her- 
self an  invaluable  helpmate  to  him  in  his  abundant  labors.  He 
died  in  1847,  having  led  1400  souls  to  the  Savior.  After  his 
death,  her  devoted  care  for  her  two  fatherless  daughters  did  not 
lessen  her  interest  in  the  Church,  or  extinguish  the  flame  of 
sacrifice  which  burned  with  increasing  brilliancy  on  the  altar  of 
her  heart. 

During  her  widowhood  of  46  years  she  exemplified  the  high- 
est qualities  of  the  consecrated  woman.  She  came  to  a  good 
old  age,  but  her  heart  remained  young  because  she  drank  daily 
from  the  fountain  of  eternal  youth. 

When  stricken  with  paralysis,  and  death  seemed  very  near, 
she  had  no  fears.  She  quoted  to  me  Charles  Wesley's  immortal 
lines: 

"  Jesus  protects;  my  fears  be  gone; 

What  can  the  Rock  of  Ages  move? 
Safe  in  Thy  arms  I  lay  me  down, 

Thine  everlasting  arms  of  love." 

With  utmost  composure  she  made  arrangements  for  her 
funeral.  It  was  in  such  peaceful,  expectant,  triumphant  frame 
of  mind  that  she  fell  to  sleep.

CONSTITUTION. 

ARTICLE  I. 

The  names  of  the  persons  associating  in  this  society,  to  be 
known  and  recognized  as  the  Preachers'  Savings  Fund  Society 
of  the  Michigan  Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  and  adopted  September  18,  1871,  are  to  be  found  in  the 
original  constitution  of  this  society,  under  the  head  of  Article  1, 
which  has  undergone  no  change. 

article  11. 

This  society  shall  be  called  and  known  as  the  Preachers' 
Savings  Fund  Society  of  the  Michigan  Annual  Conference  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  and  shall  have  its  office  for 
the  transaction  of  business  at  Albion,  Calhoun  county,  in  the 
State  of  Michigan. 

ARTICLE  III. 

This  society,  or  incorporation,  shall  exist  for  a  period  of 
thirty  (30)  years.

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ARTICLE  IV. 

The  objects  of  this  society  shall  be  to  hold  or  receive  moneys, 
legacies,  bequests,  gifts,  stocks,  bonds,  and  any  kind  of  securi- 
ties or  property,  and  hold  the  same  for  the  benefit  of  the 
widows  or  children  of  deceased  ministers  or  preachers,  who 
shall  be  members  of  this  society,  and  who  shall  be  members  of 
the  Michigan  Annual  Conference  at  the  time  of  their  decease. 

It  may  also  hold  such  money,  or  the  above  described  prop- 
erty for  the  benefit  of  such  living  ministers,  members  of  the 
Michigan  Annual  Conference  and  of  this  society,  as  in  the 
judgment  of  this  society,  are  in  need  of  pecuniary  aid:  Provided, 
That  no  part  of  the  funds  of  this  society  shall  be  applied 
to  the  relief  of  any  living  minister,  until  his  case  has  been 
brought  before  the  society  at  its  annual  meeting:  Provided 
further,  That  whenever  any  member  of  this  society,  who  is 
also  a  member  of  the  Michigan  Annual  Conference,  shall  be 
transferred  to  some  other  Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  he  may  retain  his  membership  in  this  society 
by  continuing  to  meet  all  of  his  obligations  to  it,  while  he 
continues  a  member  in  good  standing  in  such  Annual  Conference 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church:  Provided  further,  That 
preachers  on  trial,  in  the  said  Michigan  Annual  Conference, 
may  be  entitled  to  all  the  rights  and  benefits  of  this  society  on 
the  same  conditions  as  members  of  the  same  Conference  who  are 
in  full  connection. 

ARTICLE  v. 

The  officers  of  this  society  shall  be  a  President,  Vice  Presi- 
dent, Secretary,  Treasurer  and  nine  Trustees,  who  shall  be 
elected  annually,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year;  or 
until  their  successors  are  elected.  The  President,  Vice  Presi- 
dent, Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  be  ex  officio  members  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  the  president  shall  preside  in  the 
meetings  of  said  board,  and  of  the  society  also.  All  elections 
for  officers  shall  be  by  ballot  and  by  the  society,  and  all  officers 
shall  be.  elected  at  the  annual  meeting  except  to  fill  vacancies, 
which  shall  be  filled  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

This  society  shall  hold  its  annual  meeting  on  the  second  day 
of  the  session  of  the  Michigan  Annual  Conference  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  in  each  year,  at  the  place  at  which 
such  Conference  is  held,  and  a  majority  of  the  members  present 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  at  such 
annual  meeting. 
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ARTICLE  VII. 

Section  i.  Any  person  having  paid  two  (2)  dollars  into  the 
treasury  of  the  society  may  be  elected  to  membership  in  the 
society,  at  any  annual  meeting  by  a  majority  vote,  and  such  may 
thereafter  be  continued  by  payment  of  two  (2)  dollars  annually, 
and  such  assessments  as  may,  from  time  to  time,  be  made  upon 
him.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  have  power  to  elect  persons 
to  membership  in  the  interim  of  the  annual  Conference. 

Sec.  2.  Each  member  of  this  society  shall  pay  annually  the 
sum  of  $8  in  addition  to  the  $2  hitherto  required.  This  shall  be 
construed  to  be  a  reserve  fund,  to  be  drawn  upon  whenever, 
in  any  year,  the  claims  from  death  shall  exceed  the  amount. 

Sec.  3.  Upon  the  death  of  a  member  the  Secretary  shall 
immediately  notify  each  surviving  member  of  the  amount  of  his 
assessment,  and  that  the  same  is  due  and  payable  within  thirty 
days  from  date  of  such  notice.  Failure  to  comply  with  this 
requirement  shall,  in  the  discretion  of  the  society,  be  deemed  to 
have  worked  a  forfeiture  of  membership  and  of  any  and  every 
interest  of  such  delinquent  in  the  society,  or  of  its  properties  or 
benefits. 

article  viii. 

The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  society  and 
Board  of  Trustees,  and  shall  perform  all  of  the  duties  belonging 
to  his  office,  and  such  other  duties  as  the  by-laws  of  the  society 
or  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  direct,  and  in  his  absence  these 
duties  shall  devolve  upon  the  Vice  President. 

article  ix. 

The  Secretary  shall  keep  accurate  minutes  of  all  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  society  and  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  cause  the 
same  to  be  recorded  in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose.  He 
shall  receive  all  moneys  paid  into  this  society,  and  enter  the 
same  in  his  record,  with  the  sources  from  which  they  came;  pay 
all  moneys  over  to  the  Treasurer  immediately,  taking  his  receipt 
for  the  same. 

article  x. 

The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  or  property  belong- 
ing to  the  society,  and  shall  hold  the  same  subject  to  the  order 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  He  shall  report  annually  the  state  of 
the  finances,  and  the  conditions  of  all  property  in  his  hands 
belonging  to  the  society,  or  oftener  if  the  B6ard  of  Trustees 
shall  direct.  He  shall  give  a  bond  to  the  society  in  a  penal  sum 
of  at  least  double  the  amount  in  his  hands  belonging  to  the 
society,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties. 
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ARTICLE  XI. 

Section  i.  All  moneys  belonging  to  the  society,  except  so 
much  as  may  be  necessary  to  pay  the  usual  running  expenses, 
and  such  appropriations  as  the  Board  of  Trustees  may  order, 
according  to  these  articles,  shall  be  funded  under  the  direction 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  said  board  shall  have  charge 
of  all  lands,  tenements,  stocks,  bonds,  mortgages,  securities  or 
effects  of  every  nature  whatsoever,  and  shall  invest  the  same  and 
cause  them  to  be  paid  over  for  the  purposes  of  the  society: 
Provided,  That  the  interest  or  the  profits  only  shall  be  used 
forever,  except  also  such  special  assessments  as  are  provided  for 
in  article  twelve  of  these  articles  of  association:  Provided 
further,  That  at  the  expiration  of  the  time  for  which  this  society 
is  organized,  it  shall  have  power  to  dispose  of  all  funds  and 
securities  of  every  nature,  in  such  manner  as  it  shall  judge 
proper. 

Sec.  2.  The  Trustees  shall  have  no  power  to  pay  out 
money  in  violation  of  article  four  of  these  articles  of  association. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

Section  i.  Whenever  any  member  of  this  association,  who 
is  also  a  member  in  good  standing  in  the  Michigan  Annual  Con- 
ference of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  or  having  been 
transferred  to  some  other  Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  while  holding  membership  in  this  associa- 
tion shall  die,  and  being  at  the  time  of  his  decease  in  good 
standing  in  this  society  and  the  Conference  to  which  he 
belongs,  the  Trustees  shall  cause  to  be  paid  to  his  widow,  or  if 
he  leave  no  widow,  then  to  the  children  of  said  deceased  min- 
ister the  sum  of  one  thousand  (1,000)  dollars.  And  if  he  leave 
no  widow  nor  child,  the  said  amount  shall  be  paid  to  the 
executor  or  administrator  of  his  estate  to  be  distributed  accord- 
ing to  law,  after  the  payment  of  his  just  debts  and  the  expenses 
of  his  last  sickness  and  funeral. 

Provided,  That  said  deceased  minister  has  paid  into  the 
society's  fund  at  least  the  sum  of  fifty  (50)  dollars;  but  if  the 
whole  amount  paid  into  the  funds  of  the  society  shall  not 
amount  to  fifty  (50)  dollars,  by  such  deceased  minister,  as 
above  stated,  then  the  Trustees  shall  deduct  from  the  one 
thousand  dollars  to  be  paid  to  the  widow  or  children  of  said 
deceased  minister,  or  to  the  executor  or  administrator  of  his 
estate,  as  provided  for  in  section  one  of  this  article,  such  sum  as 
will  when  added  to  the  sum  of  payments  of  said  deceased 
minister,  make  the  sum  of  fifty  (50)  dollars  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  2.  The  payment  provided  for  in  section  one  of  this 
article  shall  be  paid  at  the  next  session  of  the  Michigan  Annual 
Conference  succeeding  the  death  of  the  deceased  minister. 
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Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President,  Secretary  and 
Treasurer  of  this  society,  whenever  a  death,  as  stated  in  section 
one  of  this  article,  shall  occur,  to  meet  as  soon  thereafter  as 
possible  and  proceed  to  estimate  the  amount  which  will  be  in  the 
hands  of  the  Treasurer  at  the  next  ensuing  session  of  the 
Michigan  Annual  Conference,  arising  from  interest  or  profits  of 
the  invested  funds;  also  the  probable  amount  arising  from 
the  annual  dues  of  the  membership,  and  they  shall  set  apart 
three-fourths  (^)  of  such  annual  payments  to  apply  on  the 
one  thousand  (1,000)  dollars  provided  for  in  section  one  of  this 
article,  also  such  interest  or  profits  as  arise  from  the  invested 
funds,  and  then  they  shall  assess  the  balance  necessary  to  make 
up  the  one  thousand  (1,000)  dollars  upon  the  members  of  the 
society,  each  member  being  assessed  in  a  sum  equal  to  every 
other  member:  Provided,  That  the  assessment  shall  not  exceed 
the  sum  of  twenty  (20)  dollars  per  member  in  any  year. 

Sec.  4.  Upon  the  death  of  a  member,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Secretary  to  notify  each  member  of  his  assessment,  by 
sending  him  a  written  or  printed  statement  or  notice  of  the 
amount  assessed  against  him,  and  request  the  payment  of  the 
same  within  thirty  days  of  said  notice,  and  if  the  assessment  or 
assessments  are  not  paid  by  the  next  session  of  the  society,  at 
its  annual  meeting,  the  member  or  members  so  refusing  or 
neglecting  to  pay,  shall,  in  the  discretion  of  the  society,  be 
deemed  to  have  forfeited  his  membership,  and  all  moneys 
which  the  said  members  have  paid  into  the  society  shall  be 
forfeited  to  its  use:  Provided,  That  no  member  of  the  society 
thus  forfeiting  his  membership  by  non  payment  of  assessments, 
shall  be  entitled  to  any  benefits  from  the  society  until  all 
assessments  and  dues  are  paid;  and  if  death  occurs  during  such 
delinquency,  all  claims  of  such  persons  shall  be  forfeited. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

This  society  shall  hold  the  money  belonging  to  the  Michigan 
Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  for  the 
benefit  of  the  widows  and  orphans  of  the  deceased  ministers  of 
said  Conference,  commonly  known  as  the  Parkhurst  Fund,  and 
the  Treasurer  shall  report  annually  and  oftener,  if  called  upon 
by  the  Trustees  or  President  to  do  so,  the  state  of  this  fund. 
The  society  shall  report  annually  to  the  Nichigan  Annual  Con- 
fcrence,  and  pay  over  the  interest  which  has  accrued  on  the 
said  fund  at  each  session  of  said  Conference,  and  the  order  of 
said  Conference,  attested  by  its  Secretary,  shall  be  sufficient 
voucher  for  the  payment  of  such  interest. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

All  gifts,  legacies  or  bequests,  which  shall  be  made  to  the 
society,  or  placed  in  its  keeping,  shall  be  sacredly  kept,  held  and 
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disbursed,  according  to  the  terms  or  conditions  of  said  gifts, 
legacies,  or  bequests;  and  neither  the  Trustees  nor  the  society 
shall  have  any  power  to  divert  either  the  principal  or  the 
interest,  or  any  part  thereof,  from  the  purpose  designed  by  the 
donor  or  donors  of  said  legacies  or  bequests. 

ARTICLE  XV. 

This  constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  by  two-thirds 
of  the  members  present  at  an)7  annual  meeting,  provided  that 
such  amendment  or  amendments  shall  be  offered  in  writing  at 
the  first  session  of  the  annual  meeting,  the  same  to  be  voted 
on  at  the  second  or  a  later  session  of  the  same  annual  meeting. 

AMENDMENTS. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Section  i.  Any  person  having  paid  five  (5)  dollars  into  the 
treasury  of  the  society  may  be  elected  to  membership  in  the 
society,  at  any  annual  meeting  by  a  majority  vote,  and  such  may 
thereafter  be  continued  by  payment  of  two  (2)  dollars  annually, 
and  such  assessments  as  may,  from  time  to  time,  be  made  upon 
him. 

Sec.  2.  Each  member  of  this  society  shall  pay  annually  the 
sum  of  $8  in  addition  to  the  $2  hitherto  required.  This  shall  be 
construed  to  be  a  reserve  fund,  to  be  drawn  upon  whenever,  in 
any  year,  the  claims  from  death  shall  exceed  the  amount. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

Sec.  5.  The  Secretary  shall  notify  each  member  of  the 
amount  of  his  assessments,  and  a  failure  to  pay  the  same  by  the 
member  so  notified,  by  or  before  the  next  annual  session  of  the 
society,  shall  in  the  discretion  of  the  society  be  deemed  to  have 
worked  a  forfeiture  of  membership,  and  of  every  interest  of  such 
delinquent  in  the  society,  or  its  properties  and  benefits.
